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15RHI'>  iinciciit  people  of  Britain  were  called  in  their  own  languai^'c,  "  Cymri." 
'^  The  name  of  J5riton>  was  conferred  hy  the  liOnians  from  "Prydam"  or 
"Britain."  They  are  usnally  termed  "Welshmen,  from  the  old  Saxon  ••Wilise," 
f  u  adjective  siLMiifyini!;  anytliinu'  foreii^'n  :  hence  Italy  is  the  Welshland  of  modern 
Germans — foreigners — as  the  Britnns  were  to  the  old  Englisli  or  Anglo  Saxon  inva- 
ders. The  Britons  were  brave  and  sturdy  warriors,  and  if  they  had  made  common 
cause,  the  Romans  might  not  liave  prevailed  against  them.  Julius  C.T:3An  was  the 
first  civilized  stranger  who  invailed  the  Island,  B.  C,  52  ;  but  his  incursions  were 
confmcd  to  the  southern  coast,  and  the  lioman  dominion  did  not  attain  its  full 
extent  in  Britain  until  Cx.f.us  Julius  AciRICola,  took  command,  A.  D.,  7S.  The 
Rom;ins  did  not  compier  the  more  remote  juirts  beyond  the  Friths  of  Forth  and 
Clyde.  The  J'ritons  soon  a'lopted  and  emulated  the  customs  of  the  Piomau 
conquerors  ;  they  learncnl  to  speak  tlie  Latin  language,  adopted  Latin  names,  clad 
themselves  in  rich  raiment,  and  vied  with  the  liomans  in  every  luxury  of  corrupted 
liomc.  The  real  power  of  the  Roman  government  was  in  the  sword.  When  the 
Empire  began  to  decline,  the  Romans,  as  well  as  the  Britons,  were  incessantly 
exposed  to  the  hostility  of  the  Picts.  These  were  originally  Britons,  who  lived 
beyond  the  Roman  frontier,  and  had  long  continued  in  the  enjoyment  of  their 
indepeudeuce.  The  first  inroad  of  the  Picts,  (A.  D.,  30G,)  was  repelled  ;  but  when 
the  Scots  arrived  from  the  opposite  coast  of  Frin,  the  union  of  the  forces  enabled 
them  to  pursue  their  operations  with  great  success.  They  rushed  from  the  Xorth 
like  a  torrent,  attacked  and  plundered  London;  and  though  the  invasion  was 
repelled  by  Theodosius,  A.  D.,  3G7  and  368,  still  the  northern  districts  were  never 
afterwards  reduced.  The  Scots  were  the  relatives  of  the  Cymri,  who  at  an  early 
period  established  themselves  in  Ilibernia,  Erin,  or  Ireland;  hence  that  L-land, 
from  its  predominant  population  was  generally  called  Scotia.  The  name  of 
Scotia,  or  Scotland,  as  applied  to  the  northern  portion  of  Britain,  is  of  compara- 
tively modern  origin.  Flocking  from  settlements  upon  the  coast,  or  passing  from 
beyond  the  seas,  the    Saxons  joined    the    Picts  and    Scots  in  their  tcreat  invasion. 
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While  tlie-e  (.-vent-;  were  takiiiti,-  |ilafC  in  J'.rltain,  hordc.s  of  Itarbariaii^  were 
Iiouihiii;  iiitcj  <;aul  and  Italy.  The  IJoinans  Avcre  eomiii'lled  to  al.ainhMi  Iliitaiu, 
(A.  ]).,  400  and  41.^,)  ami  at  len-th  the  roune.'tion  was  sn.ldenly  severed.  Jlritain 
broke  into  various  indeiieiulent  and  rival  e<ininiunities,  anil  the  ]ietty  ^;overei;;-ns 
coidi'nded  among  themselves  I'nr  empire.  Then  I'nih.iwed  tin'  Saxon  in\-asion,  and 
oonque-^t  hy  "the  three  trihL's  of  Germany,"  eailed  the  Jutes,  tlie  An-les  and  the 
Saxons.  Ship  after  .ship  arrived,  iilied  with  ea--er  warriors.  The  ]'>ritcins  were 
defeated  with  great  slaughter.  After  various  liatth^s,  and  eonque>ts  of  ditl'erent 
seetions  uf  the  country,?/..  i,J,hH  of  the  Brilons  maintained  ihrmsdces  in  Cambria, 
or  Wales.     Thus  reads  thr  history: 

"The  Anglo  Saxous  nioi-c  than  onee  ovei'ran  tlieir  country:  hut  the  Cyniri 
defended  themselves  aniid~t  their  fastnesses.  They  detested  the  Sa\>.ms,  and  would 
not  conform  to  the  Sdxon  cmtoms  or  lairs.  The  lionianized  Britons  ajipear  to  have 
more  readily  united  with  their  in\-aders.  In  Ihr  Kingdoms  or  I'rincip'litics  of  the 
Western  Ojinri,  O'C  old  lines  or  dynasties  of  tlie  Princes  continued  unbroken;  jiaxy 
SUBSIST  IX  TiiE  XoiuLiTY  AXD  Gf.xtky  OF  AVale.s  AT  THE  I'KESEXT  HAV ;  and  the  icliole 
body  of  tJi.e  people  continue  in  the  possession  of  their  native  soil,  unniine/led  with  the 
stranger." 

[Tlie  foregoing  historical  compilation,  from  standard  aiuho'iti..?,  but  more  especially  from  " Pulyracc's 
History  of  Ihe  Anglo  &izons,"  (London,  lS31,"j  is  an  appropriate  preface  to  the  remarkable  Genealogical 
Record  about  to  be  transcribed.  As  it  refers  to  the  reign  of  King  Arthur,  A.  I>.  .317,  it  is  equally  ap- 
propriate to  insert  the  folluwing  brief  sketch  of  that  nionareh  and  hi-  times:] 

The  life  and  deeds  of  Kixu  AuTiit;K  have  been  so  iiuolvetl  in  fiction  that  it  is 
not  an  easy  task  to  give  a  definite  account  of  him.  lie  reigned  in  the  beginning 
of  the  Sixth  Century.  Xexxits  says  that  he  gained  twelse  victories  over  the 
Saxons.  Cediuc,  the  Saxon,  was  liis  great  oi'[ionent.  Moudred,  his  nephew, 
revolted  from  him,  wliich  brought  on  the  fatal  battle  of  Comlan  in  Cornwall,  in 
542,  where  ^b:iRDiiED  was  slain,  and  Artiur  mortally  wounded.  The  British  Celts 
long  believed  that  he  would  one  day  come  back,  ami  lead  them  again  to  drive  the 
Sassenach  into  the  sea,  and  vindicate  for  the  Celtic  race  the  undivided  sovereignty 
of  J'ritaiu.  Other  accounts  state  that  he  drove  the  Scots  and  I'iets  back  to  their 
Highland  fastnesses,  destroyed  the  Tagan  temples  of  the  Saxons,  and  restored 
Christianity.  The  following  year  he  eouquered  Iceland,  and  annexed  it.  Then 
ensueil  twelve  years  of  peace.  Ten  years  more  wei'e  occu[iicd  in  making  con- 
quests in  Gaul  and  Xorway.  r.eturning  to  T-ritain  he  held  a  great  gathering  at 
Cterlon,  in  Monmotithshire,  where  trll.iutary  Kings  attended  liim.  The  Koiuans 
demanding  triljute,  he   parsed  through   Gaul,  and  was  preparing  to  cross  the  Alps 
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to  attack  tliom,  wlieii  tlie  revolt  of  his  nephew  Moi;iii;i:r)  (who  liail  tormcd  an  alli- 
ance vvith  the  t^axons  ^oots  and  I'icti,)  recalloa  him.  lie  established  ;iii  OrJer 
renowned  in  song  and  stiM'v,  as  the  "  KiogJ^-i  of  the  Hound  labile,''  and  sur- 
rounded Ills  Court  with  the  utmost  ol'  harharic  splendor. 

Teunison,  Spencer,  and  others,  ha\  e  delved  deeply  into  the  lore  of  this  romantic 
age,  and  pas.-ed  in  review  the  beautiful  but  erring  C,>ueen  Cmdevere,  Launcelut 
the  Knight  peerless,  the  lists  of  Camelot,  and  all  the  knightly  deeds  of  the  Table 
liound. 


"TilF.  Kymry,  a  Cellic  tribe,  wlio  emigrated  from  tlie  Continent  hcfure  the  lil-tc 
session  of  nearly  ttie  wliole  of  South  liritnin  wlitii  the  Koinan.^  fir~t  visited  tiie  coiir 
ancient  enemies,  the  U.els,  into  ScotlunJ,  Irelami,  tlie  Ilebritle^,  and  tlie  l,4e  of  M  in. 
h.irassed,  hut  never  \r\olbj  ojnqucrai  by  the  Romans,  who  sticceeded  in  driving'  iheiii  i 
the  Severn  (Wale-,)  and  e=tabli-lied  some  camps  in  their  territory.  The  Aiiglj  Sa 
them  formidable  enemies,  but  could  never  dislodge  them  from  their  mounlain  Jiulnesx- 
pcedia,  Vol.  XVII,  p  174. 
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"The  Welch  are  descendants  from  the  ancient  I'ritons,  who  in  the  conquest  of  lingland  by  the  Saxoi 
sought  refuge  among  tlie  mountains  of  Cambria,  or  Wales.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  speak  the  auoie 
language.  They  are  much  attached  to  their  native  hills,  and  are  proud  of  their  early  origin."— F/i 
MitchdCi  Great  £.;Uin. 


John  Bceke,  E=q.,  th.e  Geneale-'gist,  from  whose  •'  Jlis'oiy  of  the  Landed   Gcntrj 
of  Great  Britain,''  the  following  Lineage  of  tlie  Lloyd  F.\.mily  is  extracted  : 

."Sir  Jobx  Bernard  Bckee,  an  English  Genealogist,  born  in  London,  1814.  His  father  the  late  Jou.v 
BuEKE,  who  died  in  1S4S,  was  a  cadet  of  an  ancient  family  in  Ireland,  and  became  attached  as  editor  and 
reporter  to  the  London  press.  *  «  *  *  He  was  the  founder  and  joint  editor  (latterly  assisted  by  his  two 
sons,)  of  "-Bur^f's  Peeraoe  anJPurone(aye,"  long  established  as  the  most  complete  and  accurate  of  its  class, 
and  so  popular  that  a  new  edition  is  annually  exhausted.

"  Peerage"  a5  long  as  it  continued  to  be  published.  Mr.  BcRiCE  al-o  bniuglit  out  "  The  Eztinct  Peerage," 
"  The  General  Armory  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland."  and  "  The  Iltstori/  of  the  Landed  Gentry."  Sir 
Berx.vrd  Burke,  caILd  to  the  English  Bar  at  the  Middle  Temple  in  1S3?,  succeeded  him  on  editor  of  the 
"Peerage,"  and  has  also  brought  out  revised  and  extended  editions  of  his  other  work-." — yen:  Anirrican

■wife,  a  tender  mother,  and  a  good  nustress;  a  kind  and  consistent  friend,  and 
generous  and  candiil  in  her  sentiments  of  persons  of  all  denomination-,  was 
truly  beloved,  and  is  universally  lamented  by  all  her  acipiaintances.''  " 

Another  daugliter.  (PiAciiee.)  niarried  Samlel  Pi;estox.  and  was  the 
m.)ther  of  IIaxxah.  wife  of  Sami'el  Cakcevter  2d. 
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(1  fiixl  thr  following  R'fei-ence  to  Thomas  Li.ovn,  in  my  MSS.  mom,  of  the 
Carpenter  Family  :') 

TuiXMAS  Li.ovi),  the  father  of  Rachel  Preston,  for  .some  time  D.'iaity 
Cuivcrnor  of  Pfi;M<\  hania.  \\  a>  the  son  of  Cuvpj.ks  TvI.oM'.  a  gciith'man  of 
ranlv  and  lortmir,  ami  of  anrirut  family  and  estate,  ralUJ  ••  Dolola-au,"'  in 
^lontpimeryshirr.  North  Wales.  Thomas  Lloyd,  was  educated  at  the 
Univrrsiiy  of  Oxf  irJ.  and  i^  VL'|ire>ented  as  possessing  .-u[)erior  attainments 
joined  with  irrent  henevokauH'  and  acti\ity  of  character.  lie  died  in  Pliila- 
delphia,  ]i'i'.J4,  aged  of  3  ears.  Ills  wife's  name  was  ]\1ary  Joxls,  daughter  of 
GiLiaan-  Jones,  Esq..  of  Montgomeiyshire,  North  Wales,  liiG-J. 

"Watson,  iu  his  J./;Ha/6'  of  Phlhidclplihi,  says:  '■  Having  established  his 
colony  on  the  broad  principles'  of  (^diri-tian  charity,  airl  constitutional 
freedom,  he.  (Penn,")  left  the  executive  power  in  the  hamls  of  the  Council, 
under  the  rresiden^'y  of  Tuo^tAS  Lloyd,  an  eminent  (Quaker.  Penu  was 
absent  about  fifteen  years."'  (Governor  Lloyd  resided  in  America  about 
eleven  jears.

THOH'IAS  LLOYD 

Was  bora  ia  Xorlh  Wales  aboiu  the  year  It.Un.  His  tktbor  was  possessed  of 
considerable  wealth,  and  dcseeaaea  from  an  ancient  family  in  l^olobran,  in  Ment- 
gomcrysbire.  Thomas  was  the  third  son.  After  receiving  an  eilucatieii  in 
the  best  schools  of  the  day,  lio  was  serjt  to  the  University  at  Oxtord,  wliei-o  lie  i^ 
said  to  have  made  cou^i.leraole  pruticieuev  in  learning,  and  being  a  man  et:dowed 
with  good  natural  abilities,  and  nuicli  sweetness  of  disposition,  be  gained  the 
notice  and  esteem  of  persons  of  the  bighest  standing  in  society,  and  enjoyed 
Opportutnties  of  worltlly  advaaicenient.  In  early  life,  however,  bis  mind  was 
richly  visited  from  the  Day  t>[a-ing  on  High,  bumlirnig  and  ci_iiUriting  bis  soub  and 
giving  liiui  to  ?ee  the  emptiness  of  a!l  things  worl.lly  in  comparison  of  the  riclies  of 
Cbri<t  bis  Saviour.  Having  beard  of  the  peoi.le  callod  (iual^ers,  be  went  to  Ijear 
them:  wbere  the  Divine  Power  tliat  pervailed  the  )ncrtiiig  InnnMed  and  Lowed 
his  spirit  before  the  L.-rd  :  ami  clearly  perceiving  that  their  doctrines  barnionized 
with  those  of  the  New  Te.-tament,  he  took  up  tlie  Cross,  and  boldly  professed  them 
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bef.ir.'  liis  tVlluw  iiion.  ILivini,^  roeeivcd  a  call  to  tlic  Ministry,  ho  bcaino  an 
eininoiit  itistriiiuent  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  in  turning  many  souN  to  li-liU'iUH- 
7ics.i;  and  in  controversy  with  the  learned,  he  proved  a  iKiwert'id  advocate  fur  ihe 
]  rinciples  he  professed.  In  comnion  with  many  others  of  the  Principality  of 
Wales,  be  removed  to  rennsylvania  soon  after  its  scUlenuMit  as  a  Province,  w  here 
he  was  of  great  service  to  tliat  rr^tate  in  its  inl'ant  days.  In  1(134  lie  was  elected 
President  of  the  Council,  and  in  lOSiJ  was  one  of  the  live  aiipointed  hy  Penn  to  the 
responsible  office  of  "  Council  of  State,"'- — an  oflice  he  held  until  near  the  close  of 
1GS8,  when  he  wa.s  released  from  its  cares  at  his  own  exprc.-s  desire.  In  lo'jO, 
however,  being  again  }ire\'ailed  upon  to  exercise  his  talents  in  the  civil  ollic'es  of 
the  country,  he  ]iresided  a  second  tinie  in  tho  Council,  and  in  IG'.tl,  when  the 
Council  of  State  was  superseded  by  the  a}>[iointment  of  a  J>eputy  Govern. )r,  ho 
■was  chosen  fur  this  high  oflice,  which  he  lield  fm-  al>out  two  years,  until  the 
appointment  of  Fletcher  by  the  Crown  of  England.  Although  Thomas  Lloyd, 
from  his  first  arrival  in  Pennsylvania,  took  an  active  and  conspicuous  iuirt  in  the 
civil  affairs,  it  was  nevertheless  contrary  to  his  own  natural  inclination,  and  so  far 
from  deriving  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  devoting  so  much  time  and  superior 
talents  to  the  aifairs  of  the  Colony,  it  is  asserted  that  his  temiioral  interests  sutfered 
in  conscqueuce. 

Again  : 

"Events  having  called  "Wilijam  Penx  to  his  native  land,  it  became  ncedtul  for 
Iiini  to  make  some  provision  t'rir  the  exercise  of  the  Executive  in  his  absence.  For 
this  purpose  he  authorized  in  the  sixth  month,  108f,  the  Provisional  Council  to 
to  act  in  his  stead,  of  which  Thomas  Lloyd,  mentioned  in  the  last  chapter,  a 
Friend,  highly  qualified  for  the  olHce,  was  made  President.  But  the  power  of  the 
government  being  committed  to  so  many  individuals,  was  attended  with  inconve- 
uience,  and  in  IGSG  the  Commission  was  entrusted  to  five  persons,  who  were 
designated  as  "  Commissioners  of  State."  The  parties  chosen  for  this  responsible 
office  were  all  "Friends"  of  ability  and  high  standing,  including  'J'homas  Lloyd, 
who  acted  as  Chairman.  This  arrangement  continued  until  lOSO,  when,  on  the 
withdrawal  of  Thomas  Lloyd  from  the  turmoils  of  office,  and  no  Colonist  being 
found  suitable  to  succeed  him,  "William  Pexn  appointed  Capt.  Johx  Blacku'ell, 
as  hia  Deputy. 

Thomas  Lloyd,  named  with  such  profound  respect  and  ardent  afl'ection, 
by  F.  D.  Pastokius,  was  Deputy  Governor  as  long  as  he  would  serve  ; — a  man 
of  great  worth,  as  a  scholar  and  a  religious  man.     He  came  to  this  country 
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in  IGS;],  una  d'wd  of  a  nuili-nant  fever  iDth  7th  niDutli,    l(;'.}4-3,    leaving 
behind   liiin  thive  danuliters — -very  snjieridr  women,  to  wit: 

]IAC11KL  PliE^TOX, 

IIANXAll   HILL, 

MAIIY  NOinilS. 
His  family  were  respectaljle,  and  ancient  in  Wak'S ;  he  was  himself 
educated  at  the  University;  talked  Latin  tinently  on  shi[)hoard  with 
rA3TOinu5:.  lie  exercised  as  a  public  Minister  amonL;'  Friends  in  thi,^^ country, 
and  in  his  own  country  sulFered  imprisonment  for  truth's  sake. — Watson's 
Anyiah,  ji.  31 S. 

Pastdimus  dedicated  a  volume  of  acrostics  and  poems  to  his  friends,  the 
three  daughters  of  Thomas  Lloxd,  commemorative  of  his  and  their  safe 
landing  in  Philadelphia,  ^Oth  Gmo,,  IGSM.  All  his  writings  embrace  much 
of  piety.  These  ladies  he  treats  as  eminently  religious,  to  wit  :  PiACHEL 
Pjikstox,  Haxxah  Hill,  and  Mary  Xouris, — each  bearing  the  name  of  her 
husband. 

In  the  poem  of  the  year  171-j,  he  gives  the  name  of  the  ship  in  which  they 
came,  thus : 

"When  I  from  FranckenlanJ,  and  you  from  Wales,  set  forch— 

In  order  to  exile  ourselves  towards  the  West ; 

And  there  to  serve  the  I.'-'rd  in  stillness,  peace  and  rest  ; 

A  matter  of  eight  weeks 
Restrained  in  a  ship,  "America"  by  name,  ' 

Into  America  [Ain-rica'^)  we  came." 
(*Two  Arabian  words,  meaning  bitter  and  sweet.) 

In  his  contributions  of  L'Gth.  Gth  month,  1718,  to  his  lady  friends  and 
shipmates,    he  commemorates  their  arrival  as  follows  : 

"  The  fortunate  day  of  our  arrival,  although  blessed  with  your  good  father's 
company  on  shipboard,  I  was  as  glad  to  land  fronr  the  vessel  every  whit  as 
St.  Paul's  shipmates  were  to  land  at  Melito.  Then  Philad(d[ihi;i  consisted  of 
three  or  four  little  cottages,  (belonging  to  Swedes.)  and  all  the  verdure  being 
only  woods,  ami  underwoods,  among  which  I  several  times  lost  myself"" — 
Watson,  p.  olS. 
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Wafson,  p.  2:].  says: 

"PENxhail  an  cxcL-llent  Di^-puty  in  Thomas  Llovi>,  Es(i.,  a  scliolar  and  a 
Christian.  He  always  served  reluctantly,  and  in  IGSS  resigned  his  place  as 
Goveriinr,  Init  continued  in  the  Council  till  his  death,  in  ir.'Jl'"' 

'•William  1'f.nx  in  his  letter  ufod  of  Sth  month,  1080,  familiarly  addressed 
him  as  "  Dear  Thomas  Li.oyd,"  tJv:c. —  TTa/so??,  p.  43. 

"  In  the  course  of  liis  niiilcvolcut  paulllllk•teo^iML,^^\'l:n■H  had  recourse  to  dofania- 
tovy  l-^n-'i.in-o,  nrd,  (o-r-tlicr  vitli  Thomas  BrDU,  an  a<'tivo  partizau,  calninnlated 
the  character  of  Sa.muel  Jennings  as  a  Magistrate.  In  liis  aii-cr,  he  had  ruade 
some  personal  retlectious  upon  Thomas  Li.oyd,  the  I)ci>uty  Governor.  Tiie  conduct 
of  IvEiTii  in  assailing  tlie  integrity  of  these,  and  other  civil  otlicials  of  the  rrovince, 
Avith  a  view  to  lessen  tlicm  iu  tlic  estimation  of  the  Culoiii^ts,  was  an  otlencc  which 
the  Magistrates  considL'red  ought  not  to  he  passed  over  in  silence,  es[iecially  as  it 
-was  believed  that  his  aim  was  to  raise  a  public  disturKance,  and  to  furnish  a  pre- 
text for  subverting  the  government.  In  tlie  sixth  montli,  IGOo,  he  was  brought  to 
trial,  found  guilty,  and  iined  tive  pounds:  but  the  tine,  it  appears,  was  not  enforced, 
the  object  being  simply  to  vindicate  and  uphold  the  authority  of  the  government." 
— Frond's  Histuri/,  Vol.  1,  p  376. 

One  of  the  early  acts  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  atler  William  Pknn's  return 
to  England,  was  the  Pro  damation  of  Jame^  as  King.  The  Proclamation  was  trans- 
mitted to  the  Home  Government,  of  which  tlie  fdlowing  is  a  copy  from  the 
original  in  the  State  I'aper  Otiice,  Penna.,  B.  T.  Vol.  1  : 

"  PiiiLADELPniA,  the  23d  of  the  third  month,  (May,)  1GS5. 

Pemwjh-anla.—TXia  President  and  Members  of  the  Provincial  Council  having 
received  express  advice  this  evening  from  the  Proprietory  and  Governor  of  this 
Province  and  Territories,  and  transmitted  to  him  from  the  Lords  of  the  Couucih 
of  the  decease  of  our  late  Sovereign  Charles  the  Second,  with  speedy  instructions 
to  proclaim  James,  Duke  of  York  and  Albany,  and  that  his  only  brother  and  heir, 
EiNG  James,  the  Second.  In  obedience  whereunto,  we  the  President  ami  Mend)ers 
of  the  Council,  attended  with  the  Magistrates,  principal  officers,  and  inhabitants  of 
Philadelphia,  doe  unanimously  proclaim  James,  Duke  of  York  and  Albany,  ic  . 
by  the  decease  of  our  late  Sovereign,  Charles  the  Second,  to  be  our  lawful  liege 
Lord  and  King,  James  the  Second,  of  England,  Scotland,  France  and  Ireland,  and 
among  others  of  his  dominions  in  America,  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania  and 
its  territories,  King.     To  whom  we  doe  acknowledge  faithful  ami  constant  obedi- 
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ence,  uitli  all   iR'Uifv  aii.l  liinnl.lo   aflbction.     T.oseccliiDg  God,  l.y  whom   Kings 
doth  rt'iuii  nnd  Piiin'e-,  (loorec  justice,  to  1>U'?^  our  proseiit   Sovereign  KIwj:  Jamks 
the  Soeoiui,  u-itli  l..n-,  lioaltliy,  peaecalile  and  Liatipy  years  to  reign  o%-er  u^^. 
God  save  King  James  tlie  Seeoud  I 
(Signed,)  Titos.  Lloyd,  President. 

Dr.  George  AV.  iNonis  vi>ited  Pulobrau  a  few  years  since.  Traces  of  tlie  resi- 
dence of  tlie  Lloyds,  DuloLran  Hall,  were  then  vi^iMe.  The  ancient  graveyard 
was  fnrne.l  into  an  orchard,  tluongh  the  turf  of  wliich  memorial  stones  were  seen. 
— "  JJ;.i.  of  Jill'  Famih/,-'  Ly  Joiix  d,\Y  Smith. 


The  Friends  of  ]Iavli;ioki>  Meeting  in  rcnnsylvania.  recorded  their ailectionate 
romcmhiaiiee  of  Tiiuma.-  Lloyd's  virtues  in  the  following  simple  and  antique  but 
beautiful  trilnito : 

"lie  was  by  birth  of  tlicm  wlio  are  called  the  gentry,  his  father  being  a  man  of 
considerable  estate,  and  of  great  esteem  in  his  time,  of  an  ancient  house  and 
estate  called  l)oLOin:A.\,  in  Montgomeryshire,  Wales.  He  was  brought  up  in  the 
most  noted  schools,  and  from  thence  went  to  one  of  the  Universities,  and  because 
of  his  superior  natural  and  acrpiired  parts,  many  of  account  in  the  world  had  an 
eye  of  regard  toward^  him.  J'.eiiig  offered  degrees  and  places  ot  preferment,  he 
declined  them  all.  The  Loid  bcgiiming  His  work  iu  him,  and  causing  a  measure 
of  Ih-  light  to  >hine  out  of  darkness  in  liis  heart,  which  gave  him  a  sight  of  the 
vain  forms,  customs  and  traditions  of  the  schools  and  colleges,  and  hearing  of  a 
poor  despised  pieople  calh'd  (Quakers,  he  went  to  hear  then.i,  and  the  Lord's  power 
reached  unto  him  ami  came  over  him  to  the  humlding  and  bowing  of  liis  heart  and 
spirits;  so  that  he  was  convinced  of  God's  everlasting  truth,  and  received  it  iu  the 
love  of  it,  and  made  willing,  like  meek  Moses,  to  choose  rather  to  suffer  afiliction 
with  the  peoi>le  of  the  Lord,  than  the  houors,  preferments  and  riclios  of  this  world. 
The  earthly  wisdom  came  to  be  of  no  reputation  with  him,  but  he  became  a  fool, 
both  to  it,  and  his  former  associates;  and  through  self-denial,  and  taking  up  the 
daily  cross  of  Jesi's  Chkist,  which  crucified  his  natural  will,  affections,  and  pleas- 
ures, he  came  to  l)e  a  scholar  in  Christ's  school,  and  learn  the  true  wisdom  which 
is  found  from  above.  Thus,  by  departing  from  the  vanities  and  ini<|uities  of  this 
world,  and  following  the  leadings  and  instructions  of  tlie  Divine  Light,  grace,  and 
spirit  of  Jesus  Christ,  he  came  more  and  more  to  have  an  uniler.~tauding  in  the 
mysteries  of  God's  Kingdom,  and  was  ma<le  an  aide  Minister  in  the  Everla-tiug 
Gospel  of  I'euce  and  Salvation;  liis  aecjuired  parts  being  sanctified  to  tlie  services 
of  Trutli. 
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Jlis  Pound  and  ctrectual  niiiii.strv.  liis  great  patience,  teniperani'C,  Imniility  niul 
slowness  to  wratli,  liis  love  to  the  brethren,  his  godly  care  of  the  Cliureh  vl'  Chri.-^t 
that  all  things  might  he  kept  s\\-L-ct,  savory,  and  in  good  order;  his  lieliiing  hand 
to  the  weak,  and  gentle  adnioniti.>n--,  we  are  fully  satisfied  have  a  seal  and  witness 
in  the  hearts  of  all  faithful  Friends,  who  knew  him  both  in  the  land  of  his  nativity 
and  these  Ameriean  parts.  We  may  in  truth  say,  ho  sought  not  liimself  nur  the 
riches  of  this  world,  but  his  .-ye  was  to  that  whieh  was  everlasting,  being  given  up 
to  spend  and  be  spent  f.-.r  truth  ami  the  sake  of  friends. 

lie  never  turned  liis  back  on  tlie  truth,  nor  was  weary  in  his  travels  Sion-ward-, 
but  f^ui.ducd  a  .-.uun.l  pillar  in  the  .spiritual  building,  lie  liad  many  disputes  with 
the  clergy,  and  some-ealled  Peers,  in  Englaml,  and  also  suffered  imprisonment,  and 
much  loss  of  outward  substance,  to  the  honor  of  truth,  and  stopjiiug  in  a  measure 
the  mouths  of  gainsayers  and  persecutors.  Yet  these  exercises  and  trials  in  the 
land  of  his  nativity,  which  he  sustained  through  the  ability  whieh  (:;od  gave  hun, 
•were  small  and  not  to  be  compared  to  the  many  and  great  exercises,  griefs  and 
sorrows  he  met  withal  and  w-ent  through  in  I'ennsylvania,  from  that  miserable 
apostate  George  Keith,  and  his  deluded  company.  Oh,  the  revilings,  the  great 
provocations,  the  bitter  and  wicked  language,  and  rude  behavior,  which  the  Lord 
gave  him  patience  to  bear  and  overcome.  lie  reviled  not  again,  nor  took  any 
advantage ;  but  loved  his  cnende-,  and  prayed  for  them  that  despitefully  abused 
him.  His  love  to  the  Lord,  his  truth,  and  people,  was  sincere  to  the  last.  lie  was 
taken  with  a  malignant  fever  the  tifili  of  the  seventh  month,  1694,  and  though  his 
bodily  pain  was  great,  he  bore  it  with  much  patience.  Not  long  before  his  depar- 
ture, some  friends  being  with  him,  he  said  :  ••  Friends,  I  love  you  all  ;  I  am  going 
from  you,  and  I  die  in  unity  and  love  with  all  faithful  Friends.  I  have  fought  a 
good  fight,  and  kept  the  faith  which  stands  not  in  the  wisdom  of  words,  but  iu  the 
power  of  God.  I  have  fought  not  for  strife  and  contention,  but  for  the  grace  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  simplicity  of  the  Gospel.  I  lay  down  my  head  in 
peace,  and  desire  that  you  may  all  do  so.  Friends,  farewell  all."  He  further  said 
to  Griflith  Owen,  a  Friend,  then  intending  for  England  :  "I  desire  thee  to  mind 
my  love  to  Friends  in  England,  if  thou  livest  to  get  over  to  see  them.  I  have  lived 
in  unity  with  them,  and  do  end  my  days  in  unity  with  them,  and  desire  the  Lord 
to  keep  them  all  faithful  to  the  end  iu  the  simplicity  of  the  gospel."  On  the  tenth 
day  of  the  seventh  month,  being  the  sixth  day  of  his  sickness,  it  pleased  the  Lord 
to  remove  him  from  the  many  trials,  temiitatinns,  sorrows  and  troubles  of  this 
■world,  to  the  Kingilum  of  everlasting  Joy  ami  reace  ;  but  the  remembrance  of  his 
innocent  life  and  meek  sjiirit  lives  with  us,  and  his  memorial  is,  and  will  remain  to 
be  sweet  and  comfortable  to  the  faithful. 
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lie  was  burloa  hi  Friends'  burial  ground,  in  rhiladelidiia,  aged   nboi't  tirty-tive 
years,  having  been  several  years  President  and  Deiiuty  Governor  of  Pennsylvania.''

Sa.mukl  Prkstox.  PiciiAnD  Hill,  and  Lsaac  XoiiRn,  the  sons-indaw  of  Thomas 
LrovD,  were  all  men  of  distinction  in  their  ilay.  They  are  thus  biiefly  sketched  by 
PkoLU,  the  Historian  of  Peiinsyhania: 


SAFllUEL    PRESTOI^J, 

"Was  for  a  long  time,  one  of  the  Governor's  Council,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania;  which  olheo  he  discharged  with  much  honor  and  tidelity.  He 
^vas  a  man  of  great  integrity  to  what  he  believed  was  his  duty;  his  conduct  in  life 
being  very  instructive,  and  his  practice  a  continual  series  of  good  ofHces.  He  was 
a  person  of  such  remarkable  Iienevolence  and  open  disposition  of  mind,  as  rendered 
advice  and  reproof  from  him  the  more  acceptable  and  serviceable;  and  being  of  a 
fair  and  clean  character,  good  judgment,  and  suitable  presence  of  mind,  his  use- 
fulness in  tliat  capacity  was  the  more  exten.^ive  and  successful.  He  was  a  very 
valuable  member  of  society  among  his  friends,  the  Quakers,  undertaking  and 
performing  many  ditKcult  offices  and  social  duties  therein  with  great  cheerfulness, 
alacrity  and  utility ;  and  was  highly  esteemed  by  them  as  an  Elder,  who  ruled  well 
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la  his  social  caparity,  ami  wa-;  \vi>rtliy  of  (loiible  honor.     He   dioil  iti  SojUoinhor, 
174-3,  aged  about  eighty  years.

He  was  a  nali\e  of 
Pautuxeiit,  la  Maryland,  and  one  of  the  Comnn-ioners  appointed  liy  1'exx  to 
a.dju.st  the  boundary  between  rennsyh-ania  and  Marvhiiid.  He  \v:is  born  in  ItJG-"), 
and  died  1743,  aged  seventy-nine  years.  lie  mai-ritd  UAriiEL  LLi:>vn,  July  fi,  lOS?. 
lie  was  an  chler  in  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  ai^pears  to  have  been  greatly  vahied  and 
])olovod.  TT^:'  v- -■  d5::f-i:;g(u-dic.,l  i',,H'  bis  social  character,  frank,  aninuited  manners, 
kind  disposition,  and  strict  integrity. 

His  wife,  Kachel,  was  born  10G7.  Samuel  Prestox  was  Mayor  of  Phila- 
delphia 1711-12.  He  was  also  one  of  the  Council.  lie  Ict^t  no  male  heir.  One  ot 
his  dauglitcrs  married  Dr.  Mooke,  of  Maryland,  and  another,  IIaxxaii,  the  eldest 
son  of  Samuel  Cariienter,  Sen.     {Lojan  MSS.  ]i.  .3-402.)

Samuel  Prestox,  was  liorn  in  Maryland,  and  after  the  settlement  of  Peimsylva- 
nia,  resided  in  Sus-ex  county,  Delaware,  wdiich  he  represented  in  the  Assembly  in 
1701.  He  subse.jueutly  became  a  member  of  the  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting. 
and  fdled  some  of  the  highest  stations  in  the  government  of  the  Province, — having 
been  for  a  long  time  one  of  the  Council,  and  also  Treasurer  of  the  Province.  His 
first  wife  was  Rachel,  daughter  of  Gov.  Thomas  Lloyd,  and  his  second,  Maroaret, 
widow-  of  JosiAii  Laxgdale.  He  is  described  as  a  man  of  great  benevolence,  ot 
sound  judgment,  and  much  presence  of  mind;  whose  life  was  instructive  to  others, 
"and  his  practice  a  continued  series  of  good  offices."  In  a  "'testimony"  issued 
by  his  Monthly  Meeting,  he  is  thus  spoken  of:  "  He  was  an  elder  circumspect  in 
his  conduct,  and  carefully  concerned  for  the  good  of  the  Church;  active  and 
serviceable  in  the  maintenance  of  our  Christian  discipline  ;  and  by  his  attention  to 
the  dictates  of  Divine  Grace,  became  well  qualified  for  this  service.  He  died  in 
great  resignation  of  nund,  in  1743,  in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  his  atje. 

Margaret  I'restux,  wife  of  Jo-siau  Laxgdale,  was  from  Yorkshire.— 
She  came  to  America  in  1721,  on  a  religious  visit.  In  1723  she  repeated  her  visit 
to  this  country,  ami  settled  in  I'ennsylvania.  Her  husband  died  on  the  passa<,''e. 
She  subsequently  married  Samuel  Prestox,  of  Philadelpoia.  She  travelled  much 
in  tlie  work  of  the  Ministry  on  tlie  continent  of  North  America. — her  communica- 
tions being  "  lively,  sound  and  edifying."  She  died  in  1742,  in  the  oSth  year  ot 
her  age. — Boirden'-i  llistorij. 
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W;i>  lorn  in  Maryland,  broiiglit  up  to  tlio  ?oa,  and  afterwards  settled  in  I'hila- 
(k-llil,ia,  liuving  there  niarrlvd  the  widow  of  John  l,»e!avall,  IIanxah,  eldest 
daui;liter  of  tlie  late  Governor  Lloyd,  a  woman  of  an  cxcellont  eharaeter,  and  very 
inuch  esteemed  and  beloved,  lie  was  twenty-tive  years  a  member  of  the 
(b'vernor's  Coniieil,  divors  times  r^pcakcr  of  Assemldy,  held  several  olliros  of 
Uii^L,  was  fui  ^.•^._l.ll  ;^.i.=.  hi.-i  Commis.iouer  of  I'roperty,  and  dnring  the  !a>t  ten 
years  of  hi^  life  one  of  the  Provineial  Judges.  His  serviecs  in  the  religious 
soeiety  of  Friends,  the  Quakers,  of  which  lie  was  fir  many  years  an  active  mendjer, 
are  said  likewise  to  have  been  vury  consideral)le.  lie  had  by  nature  and  acrpiisi- 
tiou  sueh  consistent  lifmne~s  as  famished  him  with  undaunted  resolution  to 
execute  whatever  he  undertook.  Ilis  sound  jui.lgnient,  his  great  esteem  for  the 
English  constitution  and  laws,  his  tenderness  for  the  liberty  of  the  subject,  and  his 
zeal  for  preserving  the  reputable  onk-r  established  iu  his  own  religious  community, 
uitli  his  great  gL-nerosity  to  proper  objects,  cpialifieed  him-  for  the  greatest  services 
in  every  station  in  which  he  was  engaged,  and  rendered  him  of  very  great  and 
uncommon  value  in  the  place  where  he  li\'ed.  lie  died  in  Philadelphia,  1720." — 
{BoirJ.ns  JUst  ,^  Frumls.) 

IIanxah  Hill  was  the  wife  of  Kichard  Hill,  of  Philadeliibia,  and  relict  of  Jonx 
Dklavall,  her  first  husband,  .'^he  was  the  daughter  of  Gov.  Thomas  Lloyu,  and 
born  iu  Wales,  at  Dolobran,  the  family  seat,  in  IGGG.  Her  natural  aecomiilish- 
ments  were  many,  and  she  was  conspicuous  for  her  Christian  virtues.  It  ^ilea-ed 
the  Lord  to  call  her  in  her  younger  years  to  bear  a  public  testimony  to  His  truth, 
and  though  her  communications  were  Dot  long,  yet  "her  doctrine  dropped  as  the 
dew,  and  distilled  as  the  snuill  rain."'  She  travelled  in  the  service  of  the  Gospel  iu 
Xew  England,  and  otlier  parts  of  Xorth  America,  and  for  some  years  tilled  the 
office  of  Clerk  to  AVomans"  Yearly  Meeting.  "  She  was,"  says  her  friends,  '•  a 
true  servant  of  the  Church,  and  in  the  sense  of  the  Apostles'  expressions,  "  one 
that  washed  the  Saints  feet,"  receiving  into  her  house  the  Ministers  and  Messen- 
gers of  the  Gospel,  for  whom  her  love  was  great.  During  the  latter  years  of  her 
life  much  bodily  weakue.-s  attended  her,  but  under  this  she  experienced  the  ever- 
lasting Arm  to  be  near  her,  comforting  and  sustaining  her  iu  the  eventide  of  life. 
She  died  in  1720,  iu  the  Gist  year  of  her  age." — Bowdtvi'a  Jliit.  of  Friends.

Of  Philatlclpliia.  He  lidd  many  -[iiihlic  ofHcos  witli  great  reputation  ami  li.mor :  and 
his  services  in  tlic  ati'airs  of  lii-  own  religion-  comnuinify  outitlcd  liim  to  vciy  higii 
and  uncommon  esteem  among  liis  friends,  the  (juaki'rs,  in  whidi  he  wa-^  a  piineipal 
person,  and  a  good  oflieer.  lIi.'  is  said  to  have  been  endowi'd  with  great  natural 
abilities,  which  he  improved,  and  applied  to  the  l»enefit  of  mankind,  as  a  man  truly 
sen.-ible  that  one  of  the  diiet\nd-of  man's  existence  is  to  be  n.-i  l\d  and  benetiecrit 
to  the  human  race,  which  he  showed  by  Ins  uniform  conduct :  and  that  to  answer 
this  end,  men  are  to  be  taken  as  they  are,  and  their  lesser  failings  to  be  endured 
where  they  cannot  be  amended.  The  utility  of  his  great  talents  was  manifested 
by  a  prudent  and  consistent  conduct  in  which  he  the  more  eft'ectually  succeeded 
and  excelled,  and  that  agreeafile  to  duty  and  a  good  conscieuce,  by  constantly 
cherishing  a  temper  and  disposition  of  mind  which  overlooks  or  passes  by  the 
many  dislikes,  deficiencies  and  ungratetul  tilings  which  are  so  commonly  incidetit 
to  mankind;  so  that  by  preserving  through  life  a  Christian  moileration.  and  an 
even  hand,  he  was  on  all  occasions  qualified  to  use  and  exert  his  abilities  to  more 
advantage.  His  example  in  this  was  uoble  and  conspicuous,  and  his  character,  in 
most  respects  so  honorable  among  men  in  general,  and  his  conduct  so  universally 
beneficial,  especially  to  those  of  his  own  religions  community,  that  he  was  an  orna- 
ment to  his  country  and  profession,  and  his  death  a  great  loss  to  l)oth,  which  was 
in  the  year  175.3,  while  he  was  Chief  Justice  of  Pennsylvania." — Frond's  ILst.  Pa. 
Is.\AC  XoRRis  emigrated  from  Janutica,  where  he  had  been  a  merdiant  of 
respectable  standing.  In  ITul  we  find  him  a  meruber  of  the  Assembly  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  during  the  reuiaindtr  of  his  life  he  held  many  public  offices  "  with  great 
reputatiou  and  honor."  lie  was  endowed  with  good  natural  abilities,  which  from 
conscientious  conviction  "  he  improved  and  ai^died  to  tlie  benefit  of  mankind."' 
llis  services  among  Friends  were  uiany,  aud  highly  esteemed  by  them. — From 
Boicdoi's  History  of  Friends. 

The  followdng  anecdote  illustrates  the  character  of  two  of  Gov.  Lloyd's  sons- 
in-law  : 

"  At  the  instance  of  Gov.  Evans,  a  Fort  had  been  erected  by  the  Territories  at 
New  Castle,  avowedly  for  the  protection  of  the  river,  but  really,  as  the  Provinciali-ts 
inferred  from  its  use,  to  vex  the  trade  of  the  Province.  All  vessels  navigating  the 
Delaware  were  compelled  to  report  themselves  under  a  penalty  of  five  pounds,  aud 
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.1  specitit/ Slim  tor  every  i;-nn  force!  to  bring  tlioiii  to.  Iinvar>l  liouml  vc-^sols,  not 
owned  l.y  re.-idents,  were  siil.ieeted  to  tlie  duty  of  a  half  pound  of  powder  per  ton 
of  the  eapaeity  of  tlie  vessel.  The  rroviiieialists  remonstrated  a-ainst  this  ahuse 
in  vain.  At  lengtli  Kichaud  Hill,  Wir.Li.vM  Fisiii;oruNE  and  Samuel  rEEsxox, 
Quakers,  di<tinguished  for  thi-ir  private  eliaraeter  and  public  services,  resolved  to 
resist  the  iuipo-^ition.  Tin  y  embarked  on  board  a  vessel,  dropped  down  the  river, 
and  anehoi-ed  above  the  Fort.  Fisiiuoukne  and  I'kestox  went  ashore,  and  informed 
French,  the  Commander,  that  their  vessel  was  regularly  cleared,  and  demanded 
that  they  nught  pa>s  uniniiTriiptedly.  This  being  refused,  Hill,  who  had  l^^en 
used  to  tlio  sea,  stood  at  the  helm,  and  passed  the  Fort  with  no  other  damage  than 
a  shot  through  the  nuiinsail.  Freuch  pursued  in  an  armed  boat,  was  alone  taken 
on  board,  and  the  boat  cut  from  the  vessel,  falling  astern,  he  was  led  prisoner  to  the 
cabin  ;  who  now  seeing  his  situation,  pleaded  his  iudi-po~ition  of  body,  upon  which 
IIiLL  a^ked  him  "  if  that  really  was  the  ease,  why  did  become  aboard?"'  Lord 
CoRXBURY,  Governor  of  Xew  Jersey,  and,  as  such,  claiming  to  be  Vice  Admiral  of 
the  Dekaware  Bay,  happened  at  that  time  to  be  at  Salem,  a  little  lower  down  on  the 
Jersey  side  of  the  river;  to  him  the  prisoner  was  brought  to  give  an  account  of  his 
conduct.  In  this  place,  after  French  in  a  coarse  manner,  had  been  sufUciently 
reprimanded  by  Lord  Cornr.ury,  upou  a  suitable  submission  an<l  promise  made,  he 
was  at  length  dismissed,  but  not  without  marks  of  derision  from  some  of  the 
attendants.  This  put  a  finishing  stroke  to  these  proceedings  at  the  Fort  of  Xew 
Castle."— Prou'i'.^  JLslory  of  Pa.

"  In  the  lieginning  of  the  year  1GS2,  my  clear  friend  Ckarles  Lloyd  and  I  went 
to  visit  Friend.s  in  Hertford^hiro,  Woreesten-^hire,  ete.,  and  came  througli  their 
meetings  to  Londcm,  i_>efore  tlic  Yearly  Meeting.  I  acquainted  my  friend-;,  George 
Whitehead  and  William  Penn  tliat  I  intenih?d  to  go  to  Lord  IIyde  to  a.-lviiowledge 
his  kindness  for  his  letter  in  my  hclialf  to  Eishoji  Llovd.  George  Whitehead 
said  there  was  some  service  to  Ite  done  for  oar  suflering  friends  in  Bristol,  and  it 
was  tliought  convenient  thtit  three  of  the  city  and  three  of  the  country  should  go 
with  the  account  of  stiid  sulferiugs,  and  desire  the  kindness  of  Lord  IIvde  to  present 
them  to  the  King.  The  three  Friends  for  the  country  were  Charles  Lloyd, 
Thomas  Wyxn  and  myself;  for  the  city  Geori>e  Whitehead,  Alexander  1'arker, 
and  one  more.  Our  friend  George  Whitehead  told  mc  that  Sir  Lionel  jEyxiNS, 
Secretary  of  State,  was  so  cross  and  ilhhumored  that  wlien  the  King  was  inclined 
to  moderation  and  tenderness  to  suffering  Friends,  he  often  stopped  and  hindered 
the  relief  intended  them.  When  we  went  to  Whitehall,  we  waited  a  long  time 
before  we  could  speak  with  them,  they  being  on  a  committee  a  considerable  time; 
but  we  had  sent  in  by  the  doorkeeper  to  acquaint  Lord  Hyde  that  we  were  there, 
and  in  time  they  sent  for  us  in.  The  Secretary  looked  grum  upon  us.  I  went  to 
Lord  Hyde  and  acknowledged  his  kindness  for  his  letter  in  my  behalf  to  the  Bishop. 
He  told  me  I  should  inform  the  Bishop  there  should  be  liberty  of  conscience  in 
England.  I  told  him  I  did  say  so,  and  believed  it  would  be  so  in  God's  time. 
Secretary  Je.nkixs  si"ike  in  a  scornful  manner,  and  asked  me  what  was  Welsh  for 
Quaker?  I  answered  him  ^' Cr^nar  Cr>j)ii'i/r,  it  being  the  singidar  and  plural 
number."     But  the   Secretary  said  we   had  no  Welsh  for  it,  for  there  were  uo 
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(>uakoi-s  ill  til. •  ]^Jluan^,■  days.  My  friend  C'liAKi.i-s  Lloyd  nnswered:  "  if  thou 
iVuU  a-k  my  fnoii.l  tho  qiio-tion  aii-lit,  lie  lia>  answoivd  thco  right,  foi-  tliorc  is 
E;iL;li.>h,  Wol.^li,  L;.tii,,  (iiook  and  llrbivw  f.r  (>:iak.;i-.'-  So  the  Secretary  said  : 
"Sir,  L  understan.l  Welsli  pretty  well,  and  English  and  Latin  and  Greek,  hut  if 
you  go  to  your  ITehrew,  I  know  not  what  to  say  to  you."  I  lel't  my  friend  Cii  \ki.i:s 
Li.nvK  to  engage  with  this  peevish  eountrynian,  and  presented  Lord  Hyde  with  a 
long  !i-t  of  names  of  men,  women  and  children  in  the  several  prisons  at  Uri.-tol. 
I  desired  him  to  be  so  kind  as  to  present  their  sntferings  to  the  iving,  whieh  lie 
said  he  would,  and  our  friend  Gkuuge  Whitehead  spoke  further  to  iiini.  Tln.'ii  1 
tuiiiLd  tu  the  oeeiet.ay,  v,-l;o  direotod  hia  v.'ords  to  ine,  and  sjioke  to  me  thus, 
in  Welsh: 

"  jVae  ijn  ddnrg  y<>inif,fod  ru  o  li'dioijacth  yr  lien  Friltmnaiil  ijrb  rhai  yddcrbyniodd, 
y  Grefydd  Grisiianogolyn  yynlof  yd  J.ocyer  yn  erbya  yr  rhai  sydd  yrcdidcrbyn  y  vir 
Griitianogol  yn  yynfaf  yd  Locger  yn  erbyn  yr  rhai  sydd  gwcdi  dcrhyn  y  wir  Grislian- 
ogol  yr  airr  hon." 

The  English  is  thu^: 

"I  am  sorry  that  one  of  the  stock  of  ancient  Britons,  who  first  received  tlio 
Christian  taith  in  P'ngland.  should  be  against  those  who  have  received  the  true 
Ciiri>tiaii  faith  in  this  day/' 

He  Continued,  he  was  not  against  our  friends,  but  sahl  our  friends  gave  their 
Votes  f  >r  the  election  of  Parliament  men  that  were  against  the  King's  rnterests.  I 
told  him  it  was  oar  birthright,  and  we  were  freeholders  and  burgesses,  to  elect  men 
.pialified  to  sei-\e  both  the  King  and  country;  but  how  tliey  were  corrupted  when 
tliey  came  within  these  walls,  I  knew  not.  The  Secretary  wouLl  have  engaged 
farther  with  me  in  dispute  about  religion.  I  told  him  he  was  au  ancient  man,  and 
that  we  had  been  a  long  time  there  upon  our  business,  and  if  lie  would  be  pleased 
to  dismiss  us  tlien,  and  appoint  what  time  we  sliould  some  morning  wait  upon 
him,  we  would,  if  he  pleased,  si. end  au  hour  or  two  with  him  in  discourse  about 
religion.  Upon  which  he  took  otl'his  hat,  and  thanked  me  kin.lly  f)r  my  civility, 
but  we  heard  no  more  about  the  dispute.  Upon  the  whole,  our  friend  George 
Whiteuead  told  me,  he  was  more  moderate  to  Friends  afterwards  than  he  had  been 
before.  The  number  of  prisoners  iu  the  list  delivered  to  Lord  Hyde  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  King,  amounted  in  lioth  prisons,  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  of 
which  there  were  eighteen  ageil  women  from  sixty  and  uiiwards,  and  eight  children. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  list  it  was  said:  "Blessed  are  the  merciful,  for  they  shall 
obtain  mercy.""

*  CiiAKLiis  Lloyd  (heir  of  Char lks  Lloyd  and  Elizahetii  Stanley,  his  wife,)  was 
born  Oth  December,  1G07.  lie  attached  himself  iu  1002  to  George  Eox.  and  his 
followers,  tlie  founders  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  The  "  Independents  "  were  at 
that  time  the  dominant  party,— th.e  Episcopal  Establishment  having  been  over- 
thrown,—and  tlie  Friemls  were  as  much  persecuted  by  them  as  they  were  after  the 
Restoration.  It  was  at  this  period  that  Charles  Lloyd  having  conscientiously 
refused  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  supremacy  on  the  accession  of  Charles 
II,  (though  a  more  loyal  subject  did  not  exist  iu  the  country.)  was  at  the  instigation 
of  an  envious  neiglibor,  Edward  Lord  Herbert,  of  Chesbury  (who  desired  his 
estates,)  subjected  to  great  persecution  and  losses.  His  possessions  were  put  under 
prtemunire,  his  cattle  sold,  and  his  mansion  at  Dololirau  partially  destroyed. 
Although  a  Magistrate  for  Montgomeryshire,  and  iu  nomination  for  its  Slieritfalty 
at  the  time,  the  penal  and  oppressive  laws  against  Sectarians,  (arising  from  the 
excesses  of  some.)  were  enforced  against  Charles  Lloyd  with  unmitigated  rigor. 
He  was  taken  with  seven  other  gentlemen,  who  had  embraced  Friends"  d(jctriues 
to  Welshpool  Jail,  and  confined  there  until  the  Act  of  James  II,  released  all  persons, 
detaiued  tor  religious  opinions, — a  period  of  ten  years. 
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His  ilaughtor  I'.i.iz  vbctii  married  Joiix  Pem!!HRTon,  Esq.,  of  B.Minott'a  Hill,  uonv 
Birnnnp;]iani,  at  whose  house  Cuaui.es  Llovd  died.  He  iriarried  lirst.the  daughter 
of  S.uu'sox  Lout,  Esq.,  (IG.Gljof  Eastniure  aud  Staekpole  Court,  I'embrulce^hire, 
other  of  8ir  Joux  Lout  by  Oj.ivi:,  hi-;  wife,  (hiuirhter  of  Sir  Joiix  Piin.i.tps.  I'.art. 
of  Pietou  Castlu,  aud  Maky  his  wife,  eldest  daughter  of  Sir  Juun  I'lauiOTT  Viceroy 
of  L'elaud,  (cvp.  Queen  Elizahrth,  natural  sou  of  Henry  A'llL

Sir  Thomas  Fo\veli,  Buxton,  M.  P.,  a  British  Legislator  and  pl.ilanthropist, 
was  the  son  of  Thomas  Fowcll  Buxton,  Esq.,  of  Barkcnstcad  Hall,  and  Anna 
Ilanbury,  his  wife.  He  was  born  April  1,  1780,  at  Castle  Iledingham,  Essex,  and 
died  at  his  residence  near  AyUham,  Eebrnary  19,  1845.  According  to  the  "  Aao 
American  CydopirJia,"  he  was  educated  at  Dounybrook,  and  Trinity  College, 
Dublin.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  married  Miss  Gurney,  and  became  brother- 
in-law  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fry.  The  sulferings  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Spital- 
fields  were  so  apparent  to  him,  that  in  1816  he  took  an  active  part  in  collecting 
£44,000  for  their  relief.  Prison  discipline  also  interested  him  and  in  conjunction 
with  Mrs.  Fry,  and  Mr.  Iloare,  his  brother-in-law,  he  personally  examined  into  the 
state  of  British  prisons,  and  published  the  result  of  his  inquiry.  From  this  came 
the  Prison  Discipline  Society,  which  led  to  the  removal  of  many  evils.  From 
1818  to  1837,  he  was  Member  of  Parliament  for  Weymouth.  For  a  period  of 
nearly  twenty  years,  he  was  constant  in  his  attendance,  and  a  frequent  speaker. 
Prison  discipline,  the  amelioration  of  the  criminal  law,  the  suppression  of  lotteries, 
the  abolition  of  Hindoo  wido-^v  burning,  and  of  slavery,  were  subjects  on  which  he 
was  always  earnest,  and  sometimes  eloquent.  He  cordially  co-operated  with  Mr. 
Wilberforce  on  the  anti-slavery  question,  and  succeeded  him  as  the  recognized 
Parliamentary  leader  of  the  party ;  Brougham,  Lushingtou,  Macauley,  Mackintosh 
and  other  liberals,  strongly  supporting  him.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Parliament 
which  in  1833,  abolished  Colonial  slavery ;  voting  £20,000,000  to  compensate  the 
slave  owners.  After  he  left  Parliament,  he  published  a  book  against  the  African 
slave  trade.  His  last  active  part  in  public  business  was  to  participate  in  a  meeting 
held  at  Exeter  Hall,  in  1840,  under  the  presidency  of  Prince  Albert,  which  led  to 
the  expedition  to  the  Xiger  in  the  following  year.

loads v.mv  l,;inishcd  tVoiutheklng.loni.  The  largo  acees-ion  ot^  an  industrious 
and  thriltj  population  ro  the  ishaid  of  Earbadoes.  through  this  eanse.  speedily 
developed  its  natural  resources,  and  induced  others  voluntarily  to  repair 
tluther.  Among  them,  it  is  believed,  was  Samull  CAiiPENii-i;.  'I  he  time  of 
his  arrival  can  oidy  l)e  conjectured.  lie  was  born  in  ICoU,  ilfteen  vears 
prior  to  the  general  banishment  of  liiG4--3.  According  to  B;,s.v;.  in  1G73  he 
sulfered  [in  l>arbadoes]  considerably  in  distraints  Ibr  refusing  to  bear  ai'ms. 
He  had  then  reached  his  twenty-third  3-ear  ;  and  it  is  quite  probalile  that 
this  dilTiculty  with  the  authorities  occurred  soon  afttu'  his  arrival.  The 
opini(_.n  that  he  voluntarily  repaired  to  Earliadoes,  is  fortified  by  the  circum- 
stance of  his  possessing  ample  wealth;  for  had  lie  been  proscrilted  [as  in  the 
case  of  CiiAiu.ES  Li.uvp.  and  others.]  his  property,  in<ist  likely,  wouhl 
have  been  placed  under  privnuiuire.*  It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  ••manv 
Friends  accumulated  great  wealth;  with  which  came  intluence  and  social 
position.  They  became  not  iinfri'quently  the  associates  and  rivals  of  nobles 
and  statesmen:  they  found  them-ehes  in  great  assemblies,  sitting  at  the  side 
of  dignitaries  of  the  Chureli,  wdio  had  seats  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and  par- 
ticipateil  in  national  legislation.  Their  property  was  in  real  estate,  or  such 
personal  etTccts  as  attracted  the  eye  of  the  tax-gatliLU-ers.  and  easilv  subjected 
to  distraint.      The  Friends  by  their  principles  w-ere  bound  to  resist   the  pav- 

*  Introilucing  or  acknowlcilging  ,1  lii:_rlier  pont-r  in  til',-  laiul,  and  oroating  inip.rium  in  imperio,  hy  imyiDg 
that  obedience  to  Papal  aiillioritv  wliii-li  btloTii,'i:J  to  the  King.

Sami'ki,  CAi;rE.\ii:K  joined  William  Tlnn.  in  rhihideljilua,  li>^2.  whiTe.  in 
addition  to  many  responsihie  oflieial  duties,  he  enga-ed  largely  in  f.ireign 
coninierce.  lie  died  at  his  original  niansion.^^-  in  King  [nmv  A\'ater]  street, 
April  10,  ITU.  in  the  G4th  year  of  his  age. 

Samlel  Carpi-.xtli:  is  referred  to  in  terias  of  regard  hy  AYiLLL\Ar  Plvn  in  a 
Liter  addrL^,X'd  in  IGSL  to  Tn,nr\s  Lloyh.  TreMdent  of  Council  of  State. 
He  Avas  one  of  the  Trustee-  of  Puhlic  Schools  established  by  Friends  in 
Philadelphia  in  ICSO.  and  also  a  Member  of  the  Provincial  Assembly.  In 
1701  Pexx  appointed  him  .Memb.'r  of  the  Conncil  of  State,  lie  a[)[.ears  to 
have  been  constantly  employed  v,  Ith  public  aflairs,  either  as  Mendier  of  the 
General  Assemldy,  Council  of  State,  or  Treasurer  of  the  Province.  The 
following  mjtiee  of  his  death  is  taken  from  '•  Proud's  Histor//  of  Penn.-^}jl- 
vania  .■"' 

"Ill  the  year  1714  died  Samuel  Caiu'exter,  the  Trea-urcr  of  the  Province,  who 
was  succeeded  in  otHee  by  SAMrrLPLESTox.  Samuel  Cakpextkr  arrived  early  in 
the  Province,  and  was  one  of  the  most  cousiderable  traders  and  settlers  of  Pennsvl- 
vania,  where  he  hehl  fur  many  years  ^unic  uf  the  greatest  otfiees  in  the  guvernment, 
and  thrungliout  great  variety  of  business  preserved  the  love  and  esteem  of  a  large 
and  extensive  acipiaintance.  His  great  abilities,  activity,  and  benevolent  disposition 
of  mind  in  divers  capaeitius.  but  more  particularly  amung  the  '-Friend--^'",  are  sa'd 
to  have  rendered  him  a  \ery  useful  and  valuable  member,  not  only  of  that  reli'^ious 
society,  but  also  of  tlie  eomn\utnty  in  geUi-ral.'" 

"  Samuel  Cakpexter,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Peiuisylvania,  and  for  a  lone 
perloil  the  most  pronnneiit  amung  the  merehants  of  Philadelpliia,  departed  this  life 
in  the  year  17b"],  [1714.]  He  occupied  some  of  the  most  important  pests  in  tlie 
civil  government,  being  a  Mendicr  of  the  Governor's  Council  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Province.  "  Through  a  great  variety  of  Imsiuess  he  preserved  the  love  and  esteem 
of  an  extensive  accpiaintanec.  His  abilities,  activity  and  benevulcnce  rendered 
Lini  a  useful  and  valued  member  of  both  eivil  and  religious  sueicty." — Janne>j's 
History  r.f  Fi-:.  nJs. 

*Tliis  hou=e  was  subsequently  cccupieil  h_v  his  son  Samuel. 
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Watsdx,  till"  ]list(jrian,  .siys  :

There  is  no  way  of  ascettaininiz  the  extent  of  his  possossiims ;  hut 
tlie  following  items  are  incidentally  alluded  to  in  ]yiil.s()/i''s  Anmds :

Gxist  Mills. 

2.  The  "  Slate  Hoof  House  "  on  Second  Street,  Pliila.leh'hia.  (iov.  Pcnn  re-ided  in  tliis 
house  in  iTOi),  and  it  was  afterwards  owned  by  William  Trent,  tlie  founder  of  Trenton. 
John,  th<'  c'.d.-t  ,-on  of  \ViIli;im  i\nn,  was  born  here.  In  IGUG  the  Assembly  of  the  Pro- 
vince met  in  this  hou-e.  It  wa-  subsequently  oecupied  by  the  officers  of  42J  Highlanders, 
and  also  by  those  of  the  Royal  lri:^h.  P.iron  de  Kalb,  who  fell  -at  the  battle  of  Camden, 
S.  C,  during  the  llevolutiou,  was  an  inmate.  (\n\\  Forbes,  the  associate  of  Gen.  P,raddnci<, 
died  here.  In  l^fji  the  old  mansion  wa-  demolished,  and  its  site  occuiiied  by  the  Com- 
mercial Exchange. 

3.  Certain  L')ts  on  the  north  -ide  of  -^larki-i  Street,  Philad.li)bia,  and  reaching  halfway 
to  Arch,  boun<led  at  extrcmili.'s  by  the  Delaware  Itiver  and  \V,.od  Sn-.ct. 

4.  He  was  J  .int  proin-b'tur  with  William  Penn  of  a  Gri.-t  Mill  on  the  site  of  Chester— 
the  third  .Mill  in  the  Province. 

5.  A  Lut  extending  fnim  the  river  to  Second  Street,  and    from  Xorris  Alley  to  Walnut. 

6.  A  Crane,  Bakery,  and  Mansion  House  on  the  wharf.  Also  a  store  house  and  grocery, 
and  a  Tavern  called  the  "  G7o6e," 

7.  Half  of  a  Mill  at  Darby,  and  a  Saw  Mill,  with  a  jiond,  covering  ^iiO  acres. 
S.     Five  thou-^unil  acres  in  Pii(iua--ing  Creek,  l".  mik's  from  Philad(l|ihia. 

9.     The  Inland  in  Delaware  lliver  opiMi-ite  I',ri-t.)l— 0.30  acre^. 

10.  An  E:,tate  of  0?0  acres  called  "Sepvi-er  Plantation,"  a  part  of  Fairhill,  at  the  north 
end  of  Fhilaielphia. 

11.  1000  acres  of  land  in  Pile -grove,  Salem  County,  X.  J.,  part  of  which  he  sold  in  1700 
to  John  Wojd.

Sami'f.[,  Cai;i'j:niki;.  ?oii..  married  Haxn'Aii 
llAiMintAx,  a  mitivr  of  llaverl'Mrd-west.  Soiitli  Wales.  Great  ]>ritain.  She 
■was  Ijorii  in  104(1,  and  ha\iirj,-  joined  tlie  Sdciety  of  Friends,  emii:nited  to 
rennsvhania,  where  slie  ln'canie  a  Minister  of  that  persuasion.  She  died 
May  21,  1728,  aued  S2  A'ears.  A  memoir  of  her  charaeter  and  ^^ervices, 
pid)lis]ied  in  Jltvan's  G^/Zfe/Zo/t  o/' J/t(/;o//'6',  speaks  of  lier  as  a  most  exem- 
phny  woman. 

"IIaxxaii  C"ari'i;xti:u  was  born  in  llaverflml-wost,  South  AValos,  where  slic  w-as 
convinced  of  tlie  lu-ineiples  of  l-'ri.Mids,  and  where,  it  is  said,  she  heeanic  very 
Bervieoahlc  to  those  who  were  in  lioiids  fin-  Christ's  sake.  After  her  settlement  iu 
rctnisylvania,  she  was  uiuted  in  marriage  to  Samuki.  Cauvkxtek,  of  I'Jiiladelphia, 
a  Friend  of  eonsiderakle  intluence  iu  the  Province.  Her  Gosjiol  Ministry  was 
attended  with  much  Ihvine  sweetness,  and  was  truly  aeeeptalle  and  edifying.  She 
was  a  tender,  nursing  mother  in  the  Church,  and  a  bright  cxam[ile  of  Christian 
meekness.  Her  decease  took  place  iu  172's,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty  two 
jears.'-~-i?M;/-(/,„'i  JIi,ior>/  of  FrUuds  in  A>,io-iva. 

In  a  letter  written  after  Samukl  Cai;pi;xti:u"s  death  to  his  daughter  IlAXXAH,lie  is 
thus  noticed  hy  Thoma-  Stouy,  a  di-tiugui.-hed  minister  of  that  day  : 

'•  The  Lord  has  gathered  my  dear  friend  to  lumsidf.  •^•'  *  =■■=  I  am 
full}-  satisfied  he  has  attained  the  state  of  the  just  and  is  praising  his  God, 
and  our  God,  in  the  heavens,  in  j(y  unspeakable,  which  never  changeth."' 

Jan^es  Logan,  in  a  letter  to  William  Penn,  says: 

'■That  wortliy  and  l)enevi)lent  man,  Samit.l  Cakpexter,  is  to  he  interred 
to-morrow,  after  ahout  tAso  \veeks  illness.  A  fever  and  cough  with  rheumatic 
pains,  carried  him  ofh  I  alway.s  L)Ved  him,  and  his  generous  and  henevolent 
disposition;  so  1  find  at  his  exit,  few  men  could  have  left  a  greater  degree  of 
ct)ncern  on  my  thoughts.  1  need  saj-  nothing  to  thee  on  the  loss  of  such  a 
man,  but  a  sense  of  it  was  seen  in  the  laces  of  liundrcds.  I  am  satisfied  his 
humble  and  just  s-oul  is  at  rest." 
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The  tullowliirr  ti-il.iito  is  fn>ni  Framrs  Mnnr,rv'',\\-v\i{Qn  sh.ully  al't.r  his  ,lecea-o  : 
"lie  was  a  pattiTii  nf  humility,  }.atieiire  and  .si,'ll'-ilriiial ;  a  iiiau-icariii-- 
God,  ami  hatin--  covetoiisiiL'ss  ;  iiuieh  -iwu  to  husjiiiality  and  Lvxid  AvorlvS. 
He  was  a  loving  alH-ctionate  liusl.and,  tcnd-T  i'athrr,  and  I'aithlid  tVit-nd  and 
brother.  ===  =^=  «=  '''  He  was  ever  ready  to  lielj.  the  poor,  and  sneli 
as  were  in  distress.  His  memory  is  precious  to  the  li\in-',  and  renow  ned 
among  the  just  :  and  though  he  is  dead,  yet  he  speaketh,  and  his  name  shall 
bo  reCv.i\Ld  amv>i,g  lLc  iaithl'id  I'oi  gejierations  to  eomc.'' 

Ill  the  suiBinor  of  ITli  iVMin  thus  wrote  to  some  ofliis  friends  in  America: 
"Now  know,  that  tliougli  I  \va\c  not  actually  sold  my  governmi'ut  to  our  truly 
good  Queen,  yet  her  ahlo  Lord  Treasurer  and  I  have  agreed  to  it.  I'ut  I  have 
taken  otiective  care  that  all  the  laW:,  and  jirivileges  I  have  granted  you  shall  be 
observed  by  the  Queen's  Goveiaior,  A;c. ;  and  that  we  who  in^e  Friends,  shall  be  in 
a  more  particular  nnmuer  regarded  aiul  treated  by  the  (iucen.  t^o  that  you  will 
not,  I  hope  and  believe,  have  a  less  intcru-t  in  the  Government,  being  humble  and 
discreet  in  your  conduct."  [This  letter  was  addressed  to  Samukl  Caiu'KXTek,  Ed- 
ward SiuppEX,  PacuAr.D  Hill  and  others.] 

The  following  extract  il-om  au  article  in  Philadcliilda  Conniicrcial  Liit, 
published  a  few  years  since,  speaks  more  particularly  of  Samuel  Cari'Extek, 
as  a  merchant  : 

SAMUEL  CARPEXTEIJ. 

The  curious  view  of  riiiladelphia,  by  Peter  Cooper,  whicli  hangs  in  the  Phila- 
delphia Library,  and  is  su[iposed  to  have  been  painted  about  the  year  1714,  contains 
as  a  conspicuous  object  the  store  house  of  Samuel,  CAi;rEXTEK,  situate  upon  the 
wharf  below  Chestnut  street.  '•  Carpenter's  stairs,"  nearly  opposite,  was  a  passai:-e 
from  Front  street  to  what  was  then  called  King  street,  but  which  since  the  Revolu- 
tionary war  has  been  called  Water  street.  Carpenter's  wharf  was  a  well-known 
laud-mark  among  the  drab  coated  men  who  came  over  with  Penn.  ami  Samuel 
Carpenter  has  literally  the  distinction  of  having  been  one  of  our  '^rsl  merchants. 
It  is  impossible,  at  this  time,  to  give  much  informati'.m  it]  relation  to  the  state  of 
our  commerce  during  the  perioil  between  the  settlement  of  the  city,  in  1l;S:2,  and 
the  death  of  Saurucl  Cari>euter,  in  1714 ;  but  all  accounts  agree  that  Carpenter  was 
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the  iii(i~t  >'Kvr.~>I'iil  iiieivliant  of  his  time.  Couiineroo  was  tliuu  mostly  cimfinca  to 
c..>tin_-  ir,i.K\  witli  givator  voy.i-os  ooca<iomi'ly  to  tlio  i;n-li>li  A\\'>t  Imlia  Islan.^. 
Bavljadoc-i  ami  Jamaica  were  l!ie  iii-iiuii>al  points  of  intci-cuiirse,  and  tVom  tli.v^o 
islands  came  many  of  the  scttl.TS  wlio.-..  hU.od  still  eonrsr.  thiou,-li  our  riiila.lrl|,hia 
t'amilic-.  Our  exports  werr  nmstly  auriL'ultnral  products,  in  which  grain,  llmirand 
ti'l)acco  h''ld  a  larijfo  prnportlriii.  Skins  and  furs  were  import-'nt  artifh-s  of  trade 
also.  Shi[)s  were  thm  more  plentiful  than  they  are  now,  hut  the<e  shii^-^  were  small 
craft  of  from  one  huudr.'d  t..  two  hundrrd  tons  hurthcn.  there  was  much  dan-er 
from  pirat.'s,  even  in  the  short  voya-e-;  whirh  those  ves.~els  made,  and  the  names 
of  Jvi.id  and  l.lackhear.l  are  yet  rt-m-'inhered. 

Samut  1  (.'arpcnti  r  writin-',  in  ITtis,  to  .Jonathan  I  >ickinson,  says  :— "  I  am  <;lad 
thou  didst  not  come  thi<  summer,  t'or  craft  iVom  Mai'tinico  and  several  other  jiriva- 
teers  have  heen  on  our  coast,  and  rajrturcd  many.  Our  vosels  here  have  heen 
tletained  some  tinie  in  fear  of  the  enemy,  ami  now,  hy  this  conveyance  to  Jamaica, 
they  ai-e  hurrying  oil" sixteen  \-essels,  to  jc;>jn  convoy  at  the  ca['es  under  the  York 
man-of-war." 


It  must  have  heen  with  rc'gret  that  a  mcr<;'hant  of  so  nun;h  ahility  and  experience 
felt  himself  eompelled  to  withdraw  tVom  a^.-tive  participation  in  trade.  James 
Logan,  in  writing  to  the  Proprietor^  of  PenM^ylvania  ceMicerning  ,-<am  iiel  Carpenter 
s;,ys— '•  lie  lo>t  hy  the  war  of  ITtiO,  because  the  profitable  tra^le  he  hviovo  carried 
on  almo,-t  entirely  failed." 

I.^AAC  XoKKi,-,  in  a  letter  dated  June  V\  1705,  says  of  him—'-  That  lionest  and 
valuable  man,  who-e  in<lu~try  and  imiu-ovements  have  been  the  stock  whereon 
much  of  the  labors  and  Mieces,-es  o(  this  country  have  been  grafted,  is  now  weary 
of  it  all,  and  is  resolved,  1  thiidc  prudently,  to  wind  up  and  clear  his  encundu'ances." 
lie  carried  out  his  intenti<ms,  disposed  of  eon.-idcrable  portions  of  his  property, 
and  retii-iug  to  the  Se[ivlva  c-tate,  wliieh  was  n./ar  enough  to  the  city  to  i)e  of  con- 
venient access,  devoted  his  leisure  time  exclusively  to  j.ublie  affairs.  In  li'.s'J  he  was 
a  Trustee  for  the  (^laker  Sclie.ol  and  a  Meml.ier  of  the  Assembly.  In  1701  he  was 
appointed  a  Mend)er  of  the  rrovincial  Council,  the  otlicial  advisers  of  the  Gover- 
nor. Subscipiently  he  liecame  the  Treasurer  of  the  I'rovince,  a  position  whieh  he 
held  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  17 U. 

WhiUt  it  i-  impo~~ible  to  give  mueh  infu-niation  concerning  our  early  mei-ehants, 
it  is  e.pially  [U'oper  to  make  this  record  of  the  few  items  gleaned  in  relation  to 
Samuel  Cari'cnter.  'A  member  of  the  Society  of  Frien-ls,  and  associate  of  the 
founder  of  the    State,   he  entered   into  bu>iness   immediatelv  upon   his    settlement 
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jiinong  us.  lie  liiiilt  up  uur  coiniiirrre.  L:ave  cTinifni-t  to  tlio  (kmlitiiii;  iiii'l  tiiniil, 
encouraged  the  eiuigi-atioii  of  imliistriotH  nieoliaiii.-s  and  trail. ■.-men,  tlmndcd  the 
business  of  sliip  building,  and  direrted  tlie  eour-o  of  tia.h'.  His  .-^uccessfal  ventuiX'S 
for  many  years  gave  him  tlie  means  of  exiiemling  his  wealth  in  decorating  and 
ijuproviiig  the  town.  The  uieniory  of  >iK'li  a  man  is  entitled  to  pre-ervati.ju  aiid 
respe.t.  lie  was  literally,  as  well  as  llgurativcly.  thr  hi:<l  mm^hanl  of  Fi.llj.l.li-}^.^' 
— tlie  i-redeeessor  in  whose  toot-tei.s  iiave  since  walked  hundreds  of  emiih-nt 
mereantile  characters,  \\l.ose  tact,  ability,  integrity  and  eiilcriirise  have  made 
Phiiadelphiaa  magniticcutcity. 


The  following  extracts  fnnn  an  article  entitled  ■■  Samui;l  Caki'?:xtki;,"  iu 
the  West  Jersey  Press,  by  Hun.  Jon.v  Ci.kmext,  Judge  ot"  New  Jer.sey  (.'curt  (jf 
Errors,  will  be  found  interesting: 

*  *  "■"  *  *  The  social  and  religious  intercourse  that  was  constantly  kejit  u[) 
between  the  settlement-,  introduced  many  business  trausactious.  some  of  wldeh 
involved  the  sale  ami  iiurchase  of  real  estate  on  one  side  of  the  stream  to  persons 
residing  upon  the  opiiosite  side;  and  it  was  frequently  the  case  that  persor.s  in 
renusylvaina  owned  eon~iderable  ti-arts  of  land  in  .New  Jersey,  many  of  which 
■were  held  for  terius  of  years,  ami  sometimes  desecmling  through  several  generations 
of  tlie  sann?  family.  C>f  these  persons  .-^amuel  Carpenter  was  one;  and  ideutitled 
liim  with  the  interests  and  advancement  of  the  rrovince  of  We^t  New  Jersey.— 
although  a  uon-resideut, — tlie  same  as  such  as  lived  u[iou  the  soil,  tVamed  the 
government  ami  administered  the  law-.  The  tirst  purchase  of  laud  in  Xew  Jer-ey 
by  Samuel  Cari)eater,  was  of  Samuel  Jennings  in  l'JS4,  e>f  si.x  hundred  acres,  lying 
on  the  south  side  of  Tiniljcr  Creek,  and  with  considerable  fnint  on  the  river  Ik'la- 
ware.  This  included  wliat  has  since  become  the  valuable  fisheries  at  llovrell's 
Cove,  but  which  at  the  time  of  purchase  had  no  worth  in  the  eyes  of  the  contract- 
ing parties.  These  lands  remained  in  the  family  tor  many  years,  passing  to  tlie 
sou  Samiu?l  whose  wiihiw,  Hannah,  sold  part  thereof  as  e.-cecutrix  of  her  husband 
to  Samuel  Ladd,  and  through  whom  they  descended  to  his  daughter  Deborah  We^t. 

In  lt3S'J  Samuel  Carjieuter  bought  fifty  acres  of  William  lloydon,  situate  in 
Newton  Township,  with  a  front  on  the  river,  whicli  was  part  of  the  survey  Iloyd.ui 
had  previously  made,  extendiug  I'rom  the  river  easierly  \o  Coo[ier's  Creek.  Up'ju 
this  now  stands  the  principal  [lart  of  the  city  of  Camden,  and  which  after  ,-everal 
conveyances,  became  the  property  of  Wiliiam  Cooper.

Tlii-^  however  lie  sol.l  the  .aine  year,  ami  .11.1  nut  make  any  ^^nh~e.llu■nt  purehase  of 
lan.l  in  the  t.iwiiship. 

Xoxt  to  AVilliani  J'enn  he  was  con>i.l._Te.l  the  lun^t  wealthy  per^^on  in  the  I'ro- 
vlnee,  for  l,.:.>hle..  large  niiil.  at  I'.ri-t  ■!,  Darhy  and  Chester,  and  .l\v.;dlin-  hon^cs 
wai-ehons.-s,  and  wharves  in  riiihi.lvli.hia,  he  aNo  held  nearly  twenty  th..usand 
ficres  of  hind  in  dill'.'r'.nt  parts  of  the  I'rovince,  and  was  largely  engaged  as  a 
nierehant.  In  ICi'o  he  h.'.Miiie  a  nieniherof  the  Assenilily,  an.l  a  few  years  later, 
one  of  the  Couneil,  an.l  nhinKit..dy  Trra-nr.-r  of  the  frovince. 

jle  took  an  aetive  pan  in  iiic  ii..liiieal  atiairs  of  th.'  City  of  riiiladelpiruu  being 
for  several  years  previ.in<  to  111-2,  one  ..>f  the  nu^mhers  of  C.jnneil,  and  in  1701 
a\-o  sat  as  a  nieniher  ot'  the  A-senihly,  re[>resenting  the  largest  eonstitnen.'y  .>f  any 
other  person  eleeted,  an.l  no  .lonht  discharging  many  of  the  most  impoi-tant  .luties. 
Beside  the  real  estate  he  ledd  within  the  eity  boun.ls,  he  was  also  the  owner  of 
large  traets  of  lan.l  in  the  interior  of  the  State,  tlie  grant  tor  which  was  made 
directly  to  liim  fri.m  the  I'atroon.  Xear  the  moutli  of  the  Sehuylkill  he  had  cni- 
si.leralde  marsh,  which  he  imiirove.l  into  meadow,  ami  which  for  many  years  was 
called  Carpenter's  Island. 


That  Samuel  Cariienter  was  a  consistent  an.l  aetive  ineniher  of  the  Society  ot 
Friends  cannot  be  <|Ucstione.l.  In  I'.arba.loes  there  were  many  of  this  I'eligious 
persuasion,  and  to  which  place  nearly  all  who  were  ministers  of  that  society, 
that  visited  America  res..rted  betVire  their  return  to  Englaml.  This  was  bef.n-e  the 
settlements  were  attempted  in  reniisylvania--or  Xew  Jersey,  and  was  looked  up.ui 
as  a  place  of  banishment,  tor  such  as  fell  under  the  displeasure  of  the  government, 
ami  whose  adherence  to  their  creed,  an.l  practice  could  not  be  abated  by  any  of 
the  punishments  iiitlicted  at  h-une.  A  few  years  corrected  mu.di  of  the  misery  and 
destituti.ju,  that  was  intemlcl  by  those  in  power,  who  not  only  imprl-oiie.l  such  as 
became  subject  t.i  their  tyranny,  but  robbcl  them  of  their  property,  an.l  tran-por- 
ted  them  without  any  means  of  t'uture  support,  f.u'  in  a  short  time  tho-e  wh.)  ha.l 
been  previou-ly  sent  for  like  otleiice^,  ha.l  by  thrift  ami  ec.inomy,  secured  enough 
to  assist  tli.ise  who  came  un.ler  like  circumstances,  and  render  their  comlition 
comparatively  .-omt'..rtablc. 

rn.ler  the  imlu-try  an.l  perseverance  of  this  class  of  citizens,  the  agricultural 
advantages  of  the  Island  were  soon  .levelope.I,  ami  the  increase  of  revenue  to   the 
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lionie  Govcrnincnt,  as  well  as  large  o\iiortatioti3  made  of  the  products,  and  sent  to 
England  for  trade,  ajipcared  as  a  reproach  upon  tiiose  who  hail  so  shamelessly 
driveu  these  people  from  their  homes  and  estates,  for  opinion's  sake. 

The  purchase  of  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  Ly  Friends,  and  whose  enlarged 
and  liheral  form  of  government,  was  so  atti'active,  opened  an  asylum  for  such  as 
remained  under  persecution,  to  which  they  soon  directed  their  luot3te})S,  and  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  institutions  that  now  surround  us,  und  where  "  none  sh(;>ul(l 
make  them  afraid." 


That  tlie  subject  of  this  sketch  was  always  a  resident  of  Philadelphia,  and  came 
to  Piiiladelphia  before  the  town  had  even  assumed  a  shape,  has  generally  hccn 
accepted  as  historical  truth.  Yet  there  is  some  douht  upon  this  {)oint,  as  will  a[i- 
pear  from  the  following  references  :  In  Leaming  and  Spicer's  revision  of  the  hnvs 
of  New  Jersey,  which  also  contains  full  lists  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature, 
may  be  found  tlie  name  of  Samuel  Carpenter,  as  returned  to  represent  the  Thiid 
Tenth.  This  was  iu  May  1GS5,  and  the  inference  would  naturally  follow  that  he 
resided  within  the  limits  of  that  division  of  the  Province  at  that  time,  and  was 
selected  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  peo[ile  in  these  parts.  A  note  however, 
appended  to  the  list  says,  "  Robert  Turner  and  Samuel  Carpenter,  appear  not." 
Which  shows  that  he  did  not  participate  in  the  proceedings  at  that  time. 

A  curious  feature  of  this  session  was  that  the  Legislature  sat  but  a  single  day, 
and  iu  the  words  of  the  Resolve  "  agree  to  continue  things  upon  the  same  foot  and 
bottom,  as  formerly,  until  things  shall  be  controverted  in  England,  or  the  King's 
pleasure  be  further  known  therein."  The  day  was  spent  in  appointing  Justices, 
Commissioners,  Treasurers,  Clerks,  Sherifi's  and  Constables  for  the  several  divisions, 
and  in  assessing  a  general  tax  upon  the  peo}ile. 

On  the  ioth  of  the  ninth  month  in  the  same  year,  tliis  body  again  assembled,  at 
which  time  Samuel  Carpenter  appeared  and  took  his  seat,  representing  the  Salem 
Tenth,  and  appointed  one  of  the  council.  The  sitting  at  that  occasion  was  for  nine 
days,  in  which  time  a  number  of  salutary  and  useful  laws  were  passed,  and  several 
resolutions  acted  upon,  concerning  the  duties  upon  them. 
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JusiiTA,  brother  of  Samikl  C.\];i'i:nti;u,  liuilt  G'rainc  Jlall,  ^vllel•e  iu  1S5G, 
stood  the  I'hihulrlphia  Aivade.  Jle  was  one  of  reiiu's  Counni^sioners  for 
the  sale  of  property,  ami  in  170S  rcproscnteil  the  city  of  Thihulelphia  in  the  rroviii- 
cial  A?semlily.  He  wa.-i  al:^o  one  of  llie  tir^t  AlihTnien  a[ipoiiitccl  nnder  the  charter 
of  1701.  Jli-  hinial  place  was  the  centre  of  wliat  is  now  known  as  Washini::ton 
Square.  Jo>lina  was  an  Kpirscojialian ;  lie  is  said  to  have  removed  to  Lar.caster 
county,  Pennsylvania.  Some  of  his  descendants  settled  in  "Western  I'ennsylvanin, 
and    others  in  Kent  countv,  Delaware.

fCHARLES  Ellet,  had  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  bv  a  former  wife — Sarah  Austin.  Elizabeth  married 
Barzillia  Lippincott,  and  removed  to  .Vlton,  111.  Their  son.  Gen.  Chaeles  LlpnscoTT,  distinguished  him- 
self in  the  Union  armv,  during  the  war  of  the  RebeHlon.  lie  recently  occupied  an  important  position  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  at  Washington,  and  is  the  present  State  Auditor  of  Illinuia. 
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1,  JOHN,  eldest  sou  of  Charles  and  Haxxaii  Ellet.  honi  ITllO,  and 
died  May  10,  1S24.  lie  possessed  an  ample  estate,  and  for  the  most  of  his 
life  resided  in  Salem  county,  Xew  Jersey.  lie  nuirried  in  1792,  Marv  Smith, 
of  the  same  county.     Her  descent  is  as  follows : 

"  111  the  ship  "  Charles  and  Ivhvard,"  came  from  Loiulon,  Joiix  Smith,  Susaxxah, 
his  wife,  two  cliildroii,  and  servant, — landing  at  Salem,  Xow  Jersey,  4tli  mo.  1(J85." 
It  is  a  matter  of  tradition  that  Susannah  Smith  was  the  daughter  of  a  sea  captain. 
On  his  return  frum  a  voyage,  aliout  the  year  10G2,  he  found  the  kingdom  ravaged 
by  the  crcat  plao-iio.  nnd  lii^  family,  with  tins  exception  among  the  victims. 
Placing  his  daughter  under  guardianship,  and  providing  for  her  education,  lie 
Bailed  upon  a  voyage  from  wlience  he  never  returned.  The  daughter  married 
Joiix  Smith,  and  accompanied  him  to  America.  Iler  hushand  was  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  to  winch  persuasion  slie  liecame  attached.  lie  died  1723, 
occupying  at  the  time  a  plantation  calleil  "  Iledgetield,"  in  the  township  of  ^lanu- 
ington,  Salem  county,  containing  1160  acres.  The  deed  recites  the  grant  by 
Charles  II,  to  the  Duke  of  York,  of  the  Province  of  Xova  Cesaria ;  from  him  to 
John  Fenwick,  of  the  estate  in  question ;  thence  to  Samuel  Hedge,  and  from  him 
to  John  Smith,  llis  will  is  dated  October  23,  1722,  and  bequeaths  the  plantation 
to  his  sons,  Jeiix,  Joskph  and  AVili.iam,  and  daughter  Elizabeth.  The  descent  is 
from  John  Smith,  [2d,]  whose  sou  Joseph,  married  Sarah  Pjassett  ;  their  son 
"William,  married  Sarah  Cuamles,  and  their  daughter  Mary,  (sister  of  the 
present  James  Smith,  of  Salem,)  married  Juux  Ellet.

Haxxati  Cakfexter  Eelet,  daughter  of  Joux  and  Mary  Ellet,  Avas  liorn 
Nov.  22,  1703,  and  died  Ai.ril  20,  1S02.  She  uiarried  Cemrge  "\Vi>hart 
Smith,  of  Virginia,  1SJ3.  At  the  time  of  his  marriage  he  Avas  a  resident  of 
Talbot  County.  Maryland,  luit  subsequently  removed  to  Philadelphia,  where 
be  died  in  1S21.  The  family  have  always  claimed  descent  from  the  early 
settlers  of  the  state,  and  without  reference  to  the  data  in  their  possession, 
there  seems  conclusive  evidence  afforded  by  official  records  to  identify  them 
as  early  as  1706,  when  they  occupied  judicial  and  other  responsible  positions. 
From  various  circumstances — locality,  alliance,  and  gen.eral  surroundings — it 
is  quite  probable  that  they  participated  in  the  organization  of  the  original 
Virginia  Company,  and  were  kinsmen  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith,*  its  President 
and  chief  manager.      Under  the  primogeniture  laws  the  estate  descended  to 

*SlR  THOMA=i  Smith  was  successively  Governor  of  tlic  East  India  Companv,  Aiubassaiior  to  Russia, 
King's  Comuiissionerof  tlie  Navy,  ami  I'resider.l  and  Treasurer  of  the  Virgiiiiii  Curujiany.  ]Iow  many  of  iiis 
kinsmen  settled  in  America,  is  not  known  ;  Ijut  Capt.  John  Smith  in  his  celebrated  narrative,  refers  to  Sir 
John,  Sir  William,  aud  Sir  Richard  Smith,  as  having  engaged  in  the  adventure. 
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the  oldest  son,  Tui.ly,  who  reniuveil  to  and  died  in  North  Carolina;  while 
George  Wishakt,  Thomas  Pkhkin,  and  Ciiai;i.es  witli  their  sister  Anx, 
took  up  their  residence  in  .Alaryland.  Thus  the  records,  with  slight  exeep- 
tiou,  were  conveyed  to  a  distant  state,  and  to  which  the  compiler  has  not  had 
reference.  The  testimony,  from  e\-ery  quailer,  concurs  in  representing  the 
family  as  among  the  most  respectable  in  their  section.  They  intermarried 
with  the  Calverts,  Singletons,  Dudleys,  Moseleys,  Lands,  Scnn.tlings,  Reelings, 
and  Hancocks,  and  are  allie.l  to  I'amilies  iit  prosi'ut  represented  by  some  of 
the  most  prominent  men  of  the  State. 

Geokge  AViSiiART  Smith  was  the  son  of  TEKiiix  Smith  and  ^Makgaket 
WisiiAKT,  his  wife.  The  "Wisharts  were  also  early  in  the  C(dony — one  of 
them  a  Member  of  the  Virginia  Parliament — '•  the  first  free  Parliament  ever 
held  in  America."  One  of  Margaret  Wishart's  brothers,  (Thomas.)  lost  his 
life  in  the  Army  of  the  Iievolution,  and  another,  (George,)  was  taken  prisoner, 
and  died  at  St.  xiugustine,  Florida.  Peiuhx  Smith  was  the  son  of  Charles 
Smith  and  Margaret  Perhix.  (Ilis  estate  Avas  despoiled,  and  slaves 
carried  off  by  the  P)riti-h  and  Refugees.)  Geokge  Wisuakt  Smith  served  his 
country  in  the  last  war  with  Great  Britain,  as  an  officer  in  the  '-Maryland 
Line." 

Hannah  Carpenter  Smith,  niarriod,  sccondh^  Joseph  E.  Brown,  of  Salem,  N.  J. 
He  died  1S44,  leaving  William  IIhnuv.  [who  has  heirs,]  and  Joseph  Francis.  The 
latter  served  as  Quarter  Master,  12tli  Kegt.  X.  J.  Vohmtecrs,  of  tlio  Army  of  the 
ITuion,  and  died  1S65,  soon  after  the  close  of  the  war.

Marcus  L.  "Ward  in  1SG7 — upon  the  unanimous  recom- 
mendation of  the  Judiciary,  Bar  and  Union  Press  of  the  State — for  terms 
of  five  years  each.  lie  was  Chairnuin  of  the  Union  State  Executive  Com- 
mittee during  the  war  for  the  Union,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  single 
year,  has  acted  in  that  capacity  to  the  present  time.

The  following  extract  from  a  recent  article  by  Colonel 
John  "\V.  Forney,  published  in  the  Philadelpliia  Press,  tvutht'ully  and 
eloquently  depicts  her  character: 

"Her  familiarity  with  American  history  for  scveiity-flve  years,  iucluding  many 
of  the  characters  who  tigured  in  and  after  the  lievohUiou, — her  patriotic  auce.-tors 
and  descendants, — her  own  passionate  love  of  country,  inherited  from  one  and 
transmitted  to  the  other, — her  spotless  reputation — entitle  her,  I  think,  more  than 
any  other  of  her  sex,  to  the  appellation  of  the  "American  Cornelia."  In  writing  of 
her,  I  cherish  no  purpose  of  vain  eulogy.  I  write  solely  to  preserve  the  record  of 
a  remarkable  life,  that  it  may  not  be  lost  among  men,  and  to  present  an  exauqile 
which  every  American  woman  may  study  with  pleasure  and  with  profit.  *  *  * 
Rarely  has  there  been  such  a  resemblance  between  two  persons,  as  between  the 
illustrious  Roman  matron  and  Mary  Ellet.  Both  renowned  lor  purity  of  character, 
vigorous  intellect,  and  a  virtuous  ambition,  their  love  of  country  was  supreme."'

CnAKLES,*  (civil  engineer,)  married  Elvira  A.,  daughter  of  Judge  William 
Daniels,  of  Lynchburgh,  \'irginia.  They  left  four  children,— Charles  Kivers, 
Marj  X.,  (married  Williani  Cahell,  of  Virginia,)  Cornelia  ]">.,  and  William  D. 
CiiAKLES  EiVEKS  entered  the  service  of  his  country  as  a  Medical  Cadet,  under 
his  father;  was  subsequently  aj)[)ointed  Colonel,  and  served  with  distinction 
during  the  period  of  greatest  trial  on  the  Mississippi  river. 

*CiiARLES  Ellet,  Jr.,  son  of  Cliarlcs  and  Mary  Ellet,  was  born  at  Penu's  Manor, 
Bucks  county,  I'oiiiisylvauia,  1810.  lie  completed  his  education  as  civil  engineer, 
in  Paris,  and  upon  returning  to  Anierica,  ^^■a3  appointed  Assistant  Engineer  of  the 
James  river  and  Kanawha  canal,  then  in  course  of  construction,  and  of  which  he 
soon  became  chief  He  was  ;i  thorough  nu^ster  of  his  profession,  and  his  name 
hecamo  identified  with  many  of  the  most  important  works  in  the  country.  Among 
those  which  he  suggested  and  advocated  at  this  period,  may  he  mentioned  tlie 
Wire  Suspension  Bridge  across  the  Potomac  at  Georgetown,  and  auotlier  over  the 
Mississippi  at  St.  Louis.  He  constructed  the  temporary  track  of  the  Virginia 
Central  railroad  across  the  Blue  l'ii(lu;e,and  conti'iluited  largely  to  tlie  improvement 
of  the  Kanawha  river.  lie  also  aided  in  laying  out  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail- 
road; ami  there  are  few,  if  any,  of  the  Middle  or  Western  States  which  do  not 
furnisli  lasting  evidence  of  his  jtrofessioual  skill.  Having  twice  had  occasion  to 
visit  Europe,  he  was  everywhere  received  and  honored  hy  the  most  proroinent  men 
of  his  profession.  He  published  a  volume  entitled  "The  laws  of  trade  in  reference 
to  works  of  internal  improvement," — an  exhaustive  treatise  on  tlie  economy  of  traffic 
by  canal,  railroad  and  river;  a  paper  on  the  pliysieal  geography  of  the  Mississippi 
valley,  pamphlets  on  coast  and  liarbor  defences,  and  other  scientific  woiks.  In 
1841  he  planned  and  superintemied  the  construction  of  the  beautiful  Wire  Suspen- 
sion Bridge  across  the  Schuylkill,  at  Fairmount,  Philadelphia,— the  first  of  the  kind 
on  this  continent.  He  served  for  several  years  as  President  of  the  Sehuylkill 
Navigation  Comj-any.     In  bS47,  he  designed  and  constructed  the  first  Suspension 
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bridge  across  Xiagara  river,  near  tlio  cataract,  and  siil>seqneiitly,  tlie  groat  Sus- 
pension l)ridge  over  the  Ohio  at  Whci'ling.  lie  was  appointed  hy  the  AVar 
Department  to  survey  the  lower  Missis-ippi ;  and  his  report  to  the  (ioveinuient 
furnislies  the  most  exact  knowledge  of  the  river  and  its  continent  streams  ever 
puldislied.  In  1853,  appeared  his  two  great  works  on  the  hydrograpliy  of  tlie 
Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers,  in  which  he  diseh)scd  a  well  matured  plan  for  kcci>ing 
the  Ohio  navigable  at  all  seasons,  by  means  of  dykes  and  reservoirs;  and  another 
for  deepening  the  mouths  of  the  Mississippi.  A  distinguislied  writer  in  releringto 
this  project  says:  "When  we  consider  that  the  area  drained  by  the  Mississippi  is 
a  quarter  of  a  million  of  miles  «<piare,  and  that  ten  thousand  miles  of  its  streams 
are  navigable,  ^ve  may  gain  some  idea  of  the  bold  and  magnificent  scheme  by 
whieh  he  proposed  to  maintain  the  navigation  of  the  great  rivers  through  the 
droughts  of  summer,  by  supplies  to  their  volume  of  water  from  artificial  lakes  or 
reservoirs  to  he  constructed  on  tributary  streams." 

While  in  Switzerland,  he  communicated  to  the  Ifussian  Government  a  detaikd 
plan  for  converting  war  vessels  into  rams,  by  means  of  which  they  might  raise  the 
blockade  of  Sebastopol.  The  suggestions  were  cordially  received,  but  owing  to  the 
death  of  the  Emperor,  and  other  causes  having  no  reference  to  the  merits  of  the 
project,  not  acted  upon,  lie  then  earnestly  addressed  himself  to  his  own  Govern- 
ment, but  the  subject  was  dismissed  with  the  reply  that  the  Xuvy  Department  had 
no  power,  except  by  act  of  Congress,  to  experiment  in  the  construction  of  vessels 
and  machinery.  At  tlie  outbreak  of  the  rebellion  Mr.  Ellet  repeatedly  urged  the 
importance  of  this  matter  upon  the  Xavy  Department,  the  Tresident,  and  members 
of  Congress,  but  without  avail.  At  this  time  while  there  was  a  splendid  army  of 
two  hundred  thousand  raeu  within  the  defences  of  Washington,  the  enemy 
not  only  blockaded  the  Potomac,  but  carried  oti"  with  impunity,  locomotives 
and  cars  from  under  his  guns.  Undaunted  by  his  frci^uent  rebutls,  and 
sharing  the  general  mortitication  at  the  untoward  state  of  alfairs,  Mr.  Ellet  again 
came  forvs-ard  with  practical  recommendations.  Having  surveyed  nearly  every 
mile  of  the  theatre  of  the  war  on  the  Potomac,  and,  as  chief  engineer  of  the 
Virginia  Central  Railway,  perfectly  familiar  with  the  rolling-stock  and  trans- 
portation of  the  enemy,  he  felt  competent  to  submit  a  plan  for  cutting  the  line  of 
communication,  and  compelling  them  to  retire  from  their  aggressis-e  position  ; 
and  when  it  became  apparent  that  a  topographical  map  of  Virginia  could  not  be 
obtained,  he  ottered  the  Government  the  beuetit  of  what  should  have  been  regarded 
as  invaluable  experience.  All  his  patriotic  oilers  having  been  repelled  by  those 
who   could    not   or  would   not  comprehend    the    necessities    of  the  hour,  he   felt 
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irnjielleil  from  a  sense  of  duty,  to  apiical  to  Coii,un-e.~s  and  the  nation.  Ilis 
painplilet.s  attracted  general  attention,  and  stamped  tlieir  autlior  as  a  man  eonvcr- 
sant  Willi  the  soicntitie  iiriiuiiih-s  of  warfare.  In  his  famous  letter  to  the 
President,  Ootober  18G1,  he  wrote  : 

"You  are  aware,  Sir,  tliat  I  have  for  iiianv  weeks  been  emicavoriiig  to  ulitain  .in  interview  with  the  Major- 
General,  for  tlco  purpose  of  sutjiiiittiii';  tu  liim  the  eviitence  that  the  rebel  army,  which  has  so  lonj  tlireatened 
tliis  capital  is  wholly  depoiulont  (■>r  iuexi>ten.-e  as  an  organized  body,  on  the  Orange  and  Alexandria  railroad, 
and  the  exlensiuas  of  that  work  to  Kiehmond,  and  to  the  west  and  southwest ;  that  the  destruction  of  that  road 
and  its  motive  power,  as  matters  now  stand,  would  be  equivalent  to  the  destruction  and  disastrous  dispersion 
of  the  army  which  it  supplies  with  food,  munitions  of  war,  and  reinforcements  ;  this  road  and  .all  its  connec- 
tions nortii  01  James  river,  are  veiy  deileient  of  locuiiiutive  engines  .and  rolling  stock;  vital  facts,  on  which  I 
have  a  right  to  ask  to  be  heard,  because  as  an  engineer  long  in  the  actual  professional  control  of  large  portions 
of  these  works,  I  w.as  necessarily  very  familiar  with  their  condition. 

Based  ujion  the^e  facts,  I  desired  to  submit  to  tlie  commanding  general,  a  plan  by  which  this  already 
exceedingly  deficient  supply  of  locomotive  engines  could  be  almost  instantaneously  reduced ;  the  railroad 
line  which  sustains  the  rebel  army,  and  all  its  tributaries,  could  be  for  a  season  di-abled  ;  and  bow  a  strong 
division  miglit  then  be  placed  between  that  army,  thus  crippled,  and  its  sources  of  supply,  both  to  prevent  it 
from  restoring  its  communications,  and  to  cut  off  its  inevitable  retreat. 

The  plan,  in  fact,  contemplated  the  immediate  and  entire  destruction  of  the  insurgent  army  witliout  blood- 
shed;  provided  only  that  the  facts  could  be  submitted  to  the  general  in  command,  and  he  would  have  the 
prudence  to  act  upon  them  with  absolute  secrecy  and  prompt  dispatch. 


Let  me  repeat  the  st  itement  of  a  transparent  fact.  The  true  ba-c  of  the  rebel  army  of  the  Potomac,  is 
Manass;i3  Junction.  From  that  point  all  supplies  are  now  conveyed  to  the  army  north  of  the  Junction  by 
common  teams.  But  south  of  this  true  base — unlike  the  great  armies  of  past  times — they  have  no  common 
road  transportation,  but  depend  wholly  on  their  railroads.  These  railroads  and  the  country  which  they 
traverse,  from  Manassas  Junction  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  are,  in  a  military  sense,  wholly  unprotected.  Even 
now  you  may  strike  in  south  of  that  position — almost  anywhere  with  a  small  division  under  a  gallant  leader, 
and  make  southwardly  almost  -with  impunity;  disabling  the  rail  ways  and  machinery  as  you  advance,  to 
prevent  pursuit  by  the  rebel  array  of  the  Potomac,  and  avoiding  the  large  cities  if  you  have  not  force  suffi- 
cient to  takethem.  It  will  beunneoessary  toinvestthese  cities  even  to  render  them  harmless.  By  temporarily 
crippling  their  railroads  and  canals  merely,  they  will  be  sufficiently  invested. 

By  disabling  the  unprotected  railroads  and  machinery  south  of  Manassas,  you  will  at  once  place  the  rebel 
army  before  Washington,  starving  and  helpless,  at  the  mercy  of  your  general  here, — provided,  he  is  then 
able  to  put  any  part  of  his  vast,  patriotic  and  fiery  masses  in  Ibrward  motion." 

"Victories  upon  victories  in  Kentucky,  and  on  the  Mississippi,  though  purchased  bv  torrents  of  the  dearest 
blood  of  the  West,  will  leave  the  rebellion  in  full  vigor,  in  a  more  contracted  f  eld  perhaps  ;  though  even 
that  is  doubtful,  but  more  concentrated,  and  in  undiminished  strength.  The  rebellion  must  be  essentially 
crushed,  if  at  all,  iiuickly ;  and  it  must  receive  its  death-blow  in  Virginia,  where  the  military  strength  of  its 
upholders  is  chiefly  concentrated.  It  must  be  broken  down  by  the  capture,  or  by  the  irretrievable  del'eat  of 
the  rebel  array  at  >Lanassas." 
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The  same  wnUn'  ivi'vmd  to,  ?a_vs :  "Wliat  a  coiinneiitaiy  is  this  upon  the 
strateiry  of  tho.-^e  unhappy  times  ?  Expcrienee  j. roved  that  M'-.  Ellet  was  right. 
The  reliel  army  was  tlnally  eripiiled  and  destroyed,  hy  the  destruetiou  of  its 
communieaiions."  Read  in  tlie  ligiit  of  suhsei^uent  eveiits,  the  pamphlets  seem 
almost  jiroplietie. 

"When  the  efl'eetiveness  of  the  ram  was  demonstrated  at  Hampton  lloads  l,y  the 
loss  of  two  of  our  fri^cates ;  and  the  great  peril  of  all  of  our  sea-l.ioard  eities  only 
averted  hy  what  seemed  the  merest  aceident,  .Mr.  Kllet's  renewed  and  persistent 
representations  finally  reeeived  attention,  and  lie  was  engaged  hy  the  Secretary  of 
AVar,  under  a  contraet,  to  construet  and  test  wooden  rams  on  the  Western  rivers. 
The  best  he  could  do  under  the  eireumstanees,  was  to  secure  a  number  of  tugs  and 
side-wheel  steamers,  strengthen  their  bows  with  solid  timber,  protect  their  boilers 
with  double  tiers  of  oak,  and  plate  the  pilot  houses  against  musketry.  These  rams 
were  riot  to  be  aeceptid  until  thdr  efficacy  should  he  proved  in  battle;  for  which  an 
opportunity  soon  olYered.  The  Navy  regarded  the  project  with  marked  di.-favor, 
and  the  river  craftsmen  saw  all  kinds  of  obstacles  in  the  way.  Great  ditlioulty 
was  also  experienced  in  procuring  engineers,  pilots  and  crews. 

His  brother  Alfred  W.  Ellf.t,  then  a  captain  in  the  Fifty-ninth  Illinois,  brought 
his  own  company,  with  another  I'rora  the  Thirty-tliird  Illinois,  and  joined  the  rams 
at  Cairo.  The  enemy  liad  thirteen  gunboats,  eight  of  which  could  be  used  as  rams. 
They  attacked  the  Xational  tieet  ou  the  10th  of  May,  18'j2,  and  sunk  the 
Cincinnati  and  Mound  City.  About  this  time  Aliked  "\V.  Ellet,  was  eent  down 
with  five  boats,  and  such  crews  as  he  could  collect.  He  was  soon  joined  by  Col. 
Charles  Ellet,  with  several  side-wheel  boats,  who  begged  Com.  Davis  for  per- 
mission to  engage  the  hostile  fleet  below.  The  rams  had  not  a  gun  on  board  larger 
than  a  musket,  but  were  each  provided  with  twenty-  sharp-shooters,  who  tired  from 
loop-holes.  During  the  night  of  the  11th,  Alfred  floated  down  in  a  yawl,  to  a  point 
opposite  the  fort,  and  discovering  that  it  had  been  evacuated,  at  daylight  raised  his 
flag  on  the  works.  At  -il  A.  M.,  the  rams  had  steamed  down  the  river,  and 
reached  the  gunboats  drawn  out  in  front  of  the  city.  The  enemy  were  concealed 
by  a  bend  in  the  river  below.  C^l.  Ellet  had  received  no  iiutiti./ation  from  the 
Commodore  that  an  engagement  was  imminent,  and  was  flrst  warned  by  the  guns 
of  the  enemy.  lie  at  once  crowded  steam,  and  standing  upon  the  deck  of  tlie 
Queen  of  the  West,  shouted  to  his  brother  on  the  Monarch,  "Follow  me  and  attack 
the  enemy."  Eighty,  ninety,  one  hundred  pounds  of  steam  were  successively 
reported.  Dashing  outsicJe  of  the  line  of  gunboats,  so  as  to  get  a  clear  view  of  the 
enemy,  and  a  fair  sweep  against  them,  he  shot  past  Com.  Davis'  fleet,  and  plunged 
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against  tlie  ram  and  giinl)oat.  Gen.  Lovol.  The  crasli  was  trcmendnus.  Tlio 
Qiu'cu's  cliinmovs  reded  and  >linnk,  the  upper  works  of  both  boats  were  shattered, 
and  for  a  moment  it  nccmed  as  if  tliey  would  both  go  down  together.  In  five 
minutes  the  Lovell  liad  sunk.  The  (tueeu  was  immediately  attacked  by  tlic  Bragg 
and  Price.  The  former  struck  tlir  ihieen  di>abrmg  one  of  lier  wheels:  glancing 
off,  she  struck  her  rebel  consort,  tlie  Price,  an-l  sinking  her.  At  this  instant  down 
came  the  Monarcli,  and  rushed  into  tlie  I'.eauregard.  Col.  Charles  Ellct,  in  his 
report,  said  :  "The  Monarch  passed  ahead  of  our  gunboats,  and  went  most 
gallantly-into  action.  She  first  struck  the  rebel  boat  that  struck  my  tbig  ship,  ami 
cuiik  her.  i'he  wa;  then  ::tri;Lk.  by  one  of  tlie  enemy's  rams,  but  not  injurc<b  She 
then  pushed  on  and  struck  the  Peauregard,  and  burst  open  lier  side.  Tlie  >binarch 
thcu  pushed  at  the  gunboat  Little  Kebel,  the  tlag-sbip.  and  having  slight  headway, 
pushed  her  before  her,— the  commander  and  crew  escaping.  The  Monarch  finding 
the  Beauregard  sinking,  took  her  in  tow,  and  she  sank  in  shoal  water.  She  then 
dashed  after  the  two  or  three  retreating  vessels,  but  their  start  enabled  them  to 
escape."  The  Jeil'.  Thompson  ran  upon  the  Arkansas  shore,  where  she  was  blown 
up.  All  who  were  uot  wounded,  escaped  to  the  woods,  persucd  by  exi>loding 
ehells.  The  Sumpter  was  abandoned.  The  Little  Kebel,  crippled  by  shot  and 
pursued  by  a  ram,  jilunged  upon  the  shore  and  her  crew  escaped.  In  their  consterna- 
tion, three  of  the  enemy's  rams  ran  into  each  other,  and  while  thus  ei.tangled,  the 
gunboats  ridJlod  their  hulls  and  upper  works.  The  Van  Porn  fled,  pursued  by 
the  Monarch  and  Lancaster.  Xever  was  victory  more  prompt  or  decisive.  In  au 
hour  every  vessel  of  the  enemy's  fleet  but  one,  was  sunk,  burnt,  blown  up  or 
captured.  While  the  battle  was  in  progress,  the  bluft's  at  Memphis  were  lined  with 
spectators.  Col.  Ellet  sent  his  son,  Charles  Pvivers,  and  nephew,  Edward,  with  a 
small  party,  to  demand  the  surrender  of  the  city.  Having  delivered  the  message, 
the  two  young  men  proceeded  to  the  Post  Office,  followed  by  an  infuriated  mob, 
and  raised  the  Union  flag  upon  that  building.  Col.  Ellet  was  disabled  by  a  shot  in 
the  knee,  and  the  command  devolved  upon  his  brother  Alfred,  He  was  conveyed 
to  Cairo,  on  the  Switzerlan.l,  where  he  expired,  on  the  2l3t  of  June.  His  remains 
were  taken  to  I'hiladelphia,  received  l.iy  the  nmnicipal  authorities,  and  deposited 
in  Independence  Hall,  from  whence  he  was  interred  at  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery 
with  distinguished  civic  and  military  honors.  His  wife  survived  him  but  a  few 
days.     Her  death  was  tlie  result  of  grief  and  over  exhaustion. 

Col.  Alfred  Ellet,  now  iu  couimand  of  the  ram  fleet,  wltliout  a  single  piece  of 
artillery  on  board,  and  unaccompanied  by  the  national  gunboats,  started  with  the 
rams  alone,  to  eo-ojierate  with  Admiral  Farragut,  then  known  to  be  ascending  the 
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river.  Haviiii,'  roaeliul  a  jHilnt  a  short  dir-tauce  above  Vieksburgli,  and  (leeniing  it 
important  to  comimini'ate  with  the  national  licet  below  the  batteries,  despalehes 
were  prepared,  and  CiIAKLE^t  Rivers  an<l  Enw.uiP,  (Col.  EUet's  stripling  son,)  were 
sent  overland  to  convey  them  to  the  Admiral.  Making  tlicir  way  tlirough  the  deep 
aud  stagnant  swamps  on  the  western  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  at  times  chiding  the' 
enemy's  pickets  by  concealing  themselves  in  the  tangled  underwood,  or  rushing 
into  the  v/ater,  they  spent  the  night  in  crossing  the  isthmus,  and  next  morning 
covered  with  mud,  emerged  from  the  fog  and  swamp  on  tlie  river  bank  opposite  the 
fleet.  They  were  taken  on  boanl  the  Hartford,  and  after  examination,  sent  back 
with  despatches,  under  a  large  escort 

In  the  meantime.  Col.  Alfkkh  W.  Ellft,  had  steamed  up  the  Yazoo,  on  the 
^Monarch,  and  was  soon  followed  by  CirAUi.ES  II.  Ellut,  on  the  Lancaster,  to  Liver- 
pool Landing,  where  they  compelled  the  enemy  to  burn  three  of  tlieir  gunboats, 
the  Van  Dorn,  Livingston  and  Lady  Polk,  to  avoid  capture.  Tiie  siege  of  Vicks- 
burgh  followed,  with  various  expeditions  up  the  differcDt  riveis.  Then  came  the 
enemy's  plated  ram  Arkansas,  severely  handling  two  of  the  national  vessels, 
daringly  running  through  the  tket,  and  taking  refuge  under  the  Vicksburgh 
batteries.  The  consternation  occasioned  by  her  apparent  invulncrbility,  was  inde- 
scribable. Tliere  was  fear  that  she  might  return  and  sink  the  entire  thirty  vessels. 
In  this  emergency.  Col.  Alfkeu  W.  Ellet,  volunteered  to  go  dovn  on  the  Qneen  of 
the  'West,  and  destroy  the  Arkansas  under  the  ha  teries.  lie  started  on  the  i!:2d  of  July, 
the  Essex  at  tirit  leading,  and  followed  by  the  Benton.  Soon  the  (jueen  of  the 
West  rushed  past  the  other  steamers,  to  plunge  at  full  speed  into  the  Arkansas. 
She  ran  into  the  lauding  through  a  tempest  of  tire,  that  rained  missiles  upon  every 
part  of  her,  with  the  design  of  breaking  the  Arkansas  to  pieces,  by  a  butt  just  for- 
ward lier  side-guns,  but  this  was  prevented  by  her  swinging  in  the  stream  as  the 
ram  approached.  The  stroke  was  thus  made  a  glancing  one.  The  concussion, 
however,  was  heavy,  and  a  number  of  tlie  Arkansas  crew  sprang  overboard,  under 
the  impression  that  she  was  sinking.  The  Queen  then  backed  out,  and  ran  in 
again  to  give  the  enemy  another  butt,  but  missed  her,  and  struck  the  shore,  strain- 
ing her  bow  timbers,  and  creating  apprehensions  for  her  own  safety.  As  the  Queen 
ran  into  the  stream,  the  guns  on  the  blutf  opened  with  redoubled  fury,  pouring 
upou  the  exposed  ram  a  storm  of  iron,  to  which  she  made  no  reply.  Kound  shot 
and  shell  of  all  sizes,  and  grapeshot  passed  through  the  chimneys  and  struck  the 
boat  at  almost  every  point.  Both  escape  pipes  were  cut  otf  a  few  feet  above  the 
deck;  round  shot  passed  through  the  bales  of  hay  erected  as  a  l)arricade  in  front  of 
the  boilers;  a  sixty-four  pound  shot  struck  the  stern,  and  passed  in  a  straight  Hue

the  entire  length  of  tlie  hoat,  j;oliig  tlirough  the  state-rouin,  bulk  hend^^,  and  smashed 
to  atoms  an  iron  safe;  the  braces  were  shot  away;  one  shot  hedged  in  the  engine 
room,  and  shells  burst  in  various  {.arts  of  the  lioat.  The  daring  ram  thus  terribly 
battered,  sueceeded  in  making  her  way  back  to  the  fleet  above. 

In  August  the  first  siege  of  Vicksburgh  was  abamh^iied;  the  lower  tlvct  passed 
down  to  New  Orleans,  and  the  gun  boats  returned  to  Helena.  About  this  period 
tlie  Benton,  with  the  Kanis  Monarch,  I.aneaster,  and  others,  captured  the  steamer 
Fair  Tlay,  with  a  cargo  of  live  thousand  muskets,  and  a  large  amount  of  amunition, 
equipments,  kc. 

On  the  first  of  November  the  Marine  Brigade  was  ordered  to  be  raised  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  the  river  open.  On  tiie  oth,  Cuakles  Eivehs  Elllt  was  com- 
missioned as  Colonel,  and  placed  in  command  of  the  liam  Fleet,  while  his  uncle 
Alfred,  as  Brigadier  General,  te.uk  command  of  the  Marine  Brigade.  This  was 
an  independent  command,  couipo-ed  of  cavalry,  artillery  and  riflemen,  conveyed 
on  seven  large  bullet  proof  steamers,  fitted  for  the  accommodation  of  cavalry. 
AVherever  guerillas  infested  the  banks,  or  the  enemy  discovered  throwing  up 
batteries,  these  steamers  were  run  alongside  the  shore,  gang-planks  convcDiently 
arranged,  swung  out,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  moments  mounted  troops  scoured 
the  adjacent  country  and  caj'tured  or  destroyed  the  fugitives.  In  one  of  the  many 
conflicts  Gen.  Ellefs  horse  was  shot  under  him,  and  lie  had  other  narrow  escapes. 
By  the  energetic  operations  of  this  brigade  the  river  was  not  only  kept  open,  but 
the  enemy  cut  oil' from  his  supplies  in  Arkansas  and  Texas. 

On  the  20th  Pecember,  Gon.  Sherman  and  Admiral  I'orter  determined  to  force 
the  passage  of  the  Yazoo.  Ilaines'  Blutfwas  covered  with  batteries,  and  the  river 
obstructed  by  large  rafts  of  timber.  Col.  Charles  Rivers  Ellet  volunteered  to  lead 
the  way  to  the  latteries,  and  bloic  up  the  raft.  A  torpedo  was  fitted  to  the  ram  Lioness, 
and  Cob  Ellet  waited  on  Admiral  Porter  to  say  that  he  had  two  tons  of  powder  at 
the  bow  of  his  boat,  aiul  asked  fur  instructions.  He  was  directed  to  steam  directly 
up  to  the  raft,  which  was  within  fifty  feet  of  the  heavy  batteries,  and  blow  it  up. 
Admiral  Porter  thus  refers  to  the  undertaking  : 

"Ten  thousand  men  were  to  have  been  thrown  right  at  the  foot  of  the  cliffs,  risking  the  loss  of  the  tran3- 
ports,  while  all  the  iron-clads  were  to  open  fire  on  the  batteries  and  try  and  silence  them  tebiporarilv.  The 
ram  Lioness  under  Colonel  Ellet,  was  fitted  with  an  apparatus  for  breaking  torpedo  wires,  and  was  to  go 
ahead  and  clear  the  war.  Colonel  Ellet  wa^  also  provided  with  fifteen  torpedoes  to  blow  up  the  raft,  and 
enable  the  vessels  to  get  by  if  possible.  This  dtfperate  duly  At-  took  upon  himself  chf-^rfntly,  and  no  doubt  u-ould 
have  performed  it  udl  had  the  opportunity  occurred.  The  details  of  the  expedition  were  left  to  me,  and  it  wail 
all  ready  to  start  at  3.30  .A.  M.     A  dense  fog  unlortiinately  set  in  at  midnight  and  lasted  until  morning,  when 
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it  was  too  late  to  st.-irt.  It  was  so  tliick  that  vessels  could  not  move.  Men  couIJ  not  sc;  carli  ollKr  at  ten 
I'lcos.  The  river  is  too  narrow  for  operations  in  clear  wcatlier,  much  less  in  a  fog.  After  the  fug,  there  was 
in  the  afternoon  every  indication  of  a  long  and  heavy  rain." 

Ill  the  spring  of  lSfl3  the  enemy  Imniglit  out  n  larjjo  steaiacr,  the  City  of  Viel:s- 
burgh,  armed    and    tally  prcpai'L-d    tor    desperate    service;     ami    on    the    2d     of 
Fel.niary,  Admiral  Porter  ordered  Cor..  Cuaule.^  TvIvkks  Elli:t  to  destroy  her  at 
Viekshnrgli  Landing.     The  next  morning  lie   ran  the   (Jucen  of  tlio  We<t,  under 
tlic  luitteries,  while  exposed  to  a  terrific   tire,  and   aimed  to  strike  the  iron-clad 
amid-hips,  hut  she  was  moored  in  such  a  position  that  it  Mas  found  impossihle  to 
give  fnll  efl'ect  to  the  hlow.     At  the  moment  of  contact,  the  (^leen  discharged  three 
incoMdiary  p,AJ,.. ■(;!.-■  into  the  c-tton  barricades,  and  set  her  on  lire.      At  the  same 
time  the  Queen  also  touk  iire,  the  tlames  spreading  rapidly,  ;ind  the  dense  smoke 
driving  the  cngiueer-s  from  their  posts.     I'luler  the   circumstances   the  blow  could 
not  be  repeated,  and  ]>ointiiig  tlie  steamer  down  stream,  she  ran  the  entire   length 
of  the  batteries,  under  a  ^torm  of  .-Imt  ;uid  shell.     The  tlames  were  extinguished  by 
tlirowing  overlniard  the  blazing  cuttou.     Uuce  below  Vicksburgh,  the  Quceu  nearly 
swept  the  river  rA''  the  enemy's   traii>ports   and  gunboats.     lu  the  course  of  three 
days  she  capturcil  or  destroyed  three  large  steamers,  loaded  with   stores   valued    at 
about  a  half  million  of  dollars.     She  was  finally  captured  while  aground  in   Pojd 
River,  within  range  of  several  formidable  batteries,  but  the  commander   and  most 
of  the  crew  escaped  on  a  prize  steamer.     On  their  way  up   the  river  they  received 
not  less  than  two  hundred  shots  from  ditferent  batteries.     The   Quceu  was  ^oou 
afterwanls   destroyed    by    the    enemy   to    prevent  re-capture.     Ailmiral   Farragat 
subsequently  ran  the  batteries  at  I'ort  Hudson  with  the   Hartford   and  Albatross, 
and  ordered  several  of  the  rams  to  join  him  below  Vicksburgh.     The  Switzerland, 
under  the  command  of  Cuarles  R.  Ellet,  and  the  Lancaster,  under  command  of 
Lieut-Col.  John  A.  Ellet,  cousin  to  the   General,  started  to  obey  this  order.     In 
passing  the  batteries  of  Vicksburgh,  for  the  space  of  about  three  miles,  they  were 
assailed  by  a  shower  of  missiles  of  every  description.     The  boilers  of  the  Switzer- 
land were  pierced,  and  she  was   instantly  enveloped  in   scalding  steam;  while   the 
Lancaster  riddleil  by  heavy  shot,  soon  became  unmanageable,  and   in   a  sinking 
condition.     The  conduct  of  her  commander,  Lieut-Col.  John  A.  Ellet,  is  described 
as  heroic.     Having  seen  his  crew  sately  in  the  boats,  he  fired  the  cotton  barricades, 
and  after  great  [leril  succeeded  in  reaching  his  crippled  consort,  helplessly  drifting 
down  the  current,  until  she  reached  the  national  fieet  below,  and  was  taken  in  tow 
by  the  Albatross.      The  Switzerland  subseiiuently  performed  im[iortaiit  patrol  and 
dispatch  duty  between  the  armies  of  Gen.  Grant  and  Gen.  Hanks.      Cii.arles  Rivers 
Ellet,  at  this  period,  was    but   twenty  years    and   five   months  of  age.     He  was 
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rcmarkalilr  fm-  anitciK  <s  nii.l  activity  of  intellect,  and  read  and  iliseu.--ed  with 
groat  avidity  the  inu.-t  cclcl. rated  i,liil.>>opl,iral  authors  ,,f  the  world.  He  died 
suddenly  at  the  roidencc  ol'  Ids  uncle,  Dr.  Ki.wakd  Ki.i.kt,  I'.uidvcr  Hill,  III,  on  the 
iiii;lit  of  Itjth  Octuhcr,  l.'^t.;:;,  and  was  interred  at  Jamrel  Jliil  Cemetery,  Phila- 
delphia.

In  1830  he  was 
elected  Professor  of  Experimental  Chemistry  in  Columhia  College.  Three  years 
afterwards  he  was  chosen  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  in  the  College  of 
South  Carolina,  in  which  capacity  he  taught  with  great  success  tor  thirteen  years, 
and  then  returned  to  his  native^  city,  where  he  resided  until  his  death  in  IS-JO.  The 
Medical  Faculty  of  Geneva  College  conferred  upon  him  a  gold  medid  tor  his 
learned  dissertation  on  the  com[iounils  of  Cyanogen,  and  the  Legislature  of  South 
Carolina  presented  him  with  a  valuable  service  of  silver  plate  for  the  discovey  of  a 
new  and  cheap  method  of  preparing  gun-cotton,  which,  it  was  thought,  would 
cause  an  increased  demand  for  one  of  the  staple  products  of  that  State.  Dr. 
Ellet,  for  the  remainder  of  his  life,  was  consulting  chemist  of  tl.e  Manhattan  Gas 
Company.  In  every  thing  relating  to  the  chemistry  of  gas  manufacture,  he  is  -aid 
to  have  had  no  superior  in  this  country.  lie  was  a  man  of  sound  learning, 
extensive  and  varied  attainments,  and  of  highly  cultivated  taste,  lie  married 
Eliz.abeth  F.,  daughter  of  Dr.  William  >..  Lummis,  a  physician  of  some  eminence 
in  northern  Xew  Y'ork.  Mrs.  Ellet  is  a  lady  of  excellent  literary  reputation,  and 
her  various  works  in  prose  and  I'oetry  enjoy  well-deserved  poimlarity. 

Charles  Er.LET  resided  for  some  years  in  California,  but  returned  to  Xew  York 
about  the  year  IS.JO,  where  he  engaged  in  business.  He  was  assassiiuited  in  the 
summer  of  1868.

George  t'lymer  signed  the  Declaratinn  ul'  Inde- 
pendence, was  a  member  of  the  Fedei'al  Convention,  and  llrst  Congress,  and 
a  prominent  and  honored  i)atriot  in  the  earlj-  days  of  the  Iicpuhlic.

Bishop  Meade*  in  his  work  "The  Oi.i>  Chikciies  and  Families  oe  ViuaiNtA," 
clearlj  indicates  that  the  N'irgiiiia  braiieh  of  the  eonipilors  faniilv  were  among  the 
first  who  arrived  in  tlie  cohony.  He  says:  "  Ca[ie  IJenry,  in  I'rincfss  Anne 
County  and  Parish,  was  prolxihly  the  iiist  point  at  whivh  our  Virginia  eolonists 
touched  on  reacliing  America.  Here  a  fort  was  estal)lished,  either  tlien  or  soon 
after.  At  what  time  otlier  settlements  were  made  on  the  coast  and  bay,  cannot 
certainly  he  determined;  hut  there  is  every  reason  to  heheve  it  must  have 
been  at  a  very  early  period.  In  the  year  1042,  we  fintl  the  I'arish  recognized  as 
existing.  Ilow  long  before  this  it  had  been  a  congregation,  we  cannot  ascertain.'' 
The  Bishop  publishes  extracts  from  the  Church  records,  and  the  names  of  Mosely, 
Land,  Singleton,  Smith,  Hancock  and  others,  known  to  have  been  allied  by  marri- 
age, are  given  from  time  to  time  as  vestrymen.  Tiie  Kev.  Kobfrt  T»irk>iin,  who 
officiated  at  the  marriage  of  Perrin  Smith  and  Margaret  Wishart,  was  Rector  of 
this  church  for  nearly  twenty  years,  at  a  salary  of  sixteen  thousand  [>ounds  ot 
tobacco.  The  Rev.  Cornelius  Calvert,  (husband  of  Dian,  sister  of  Margaret  Wish- 
art,)  was  also  a  Rector  of  this  Parish.  As  the  soil  became  exhausted  from  the 
culture  of  tobacco,  and  other  causes,  many  of  the  descendents  removed  to  the 
interior  of  the  state,  [some  of  them  as  far  as  Maryland  and  North  Carolina,] 
where  they  intermarried  with  well  known  families,  and  their  names  are  found  in 
the  records  of  other  parishes.  Among  the  vestrymen  of  the  ancient  church  at 
Smithfield,  occur  the  names  of  Arthur  and  Thotmis  Smith  ;  Rev.  Charles 
Smith  was  Rector  of  the  neighboring  parish  of  Norfolk  for  upwards  of  thirty  years; 
and  Charles  Smith,  (who  married  Margaret  Perrin,)  removeil  to  Nortolk,  where  his 
property  was  destroyed  by  the  great  condagration  during  the  Revolution.  The 
Perrins  probably  emigrated  from  France  with  the  colony  of  Huguenots, — the 
widow  of  one  of  this  family  marrying  Samuel,  ehlest  brother  of  Cen.  George 
Washington.

Bishop  Meade  Liives:  tlie  followii!,;:-  account  of  tlie  former  status,  and 
prcioiit  condition  of  this  venerable  Parish  : 

"  Formerly  this  was  one  of  the  most  flourisliing  parishr,-  in  Vii-gitiia.  Many  cir- 
cumstances ha\e  c<Micurred  to  [iruun.ite  its  deeh?nsion.  In  iny  cai'ly  youtli  1  rememher 
to  have  lieard  my  parents  speak  of  it  as  having  what  is  called  the  hest  society  in 
Virginia.  The  families  were  interesting,  hospitable,  given  to  visiting  and  social 
pleasures.  They  whose  words  I  ipiote  had  some  experience  of  it.  Pxitli  of  them 
Vi-ere  by  marriage  connected  with  the  Rev.  Anthony  Walke.  whose  mother  was  a 
Randolph.  At  his  glebe  they  were  sometimes  inmates.  The  social  gla-^s,  the  rich 
feast,  the  card  table,  the  ilanco,  and  the  horse  race,  were  all  freely  indulged  in 
through  the  county.  And  wljat  has  been  the  result?  I  passed  through  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  parish  more  than  twenty  years  ago,  in  company  with  my 
friend,  David  Meade  Walke,  son  .if  the  old  minister  of  the  pari-^h,  who  was  well 
acquainted  with  its  pa-t  history  and  [irc'^ent  condition,  and  able  to  inform  me 
whose  were  once  the  estates  through  which  we  parsed,  and  into  wlmse  hands  they 
had  gone ;  who  could  point  me  to  tlie  ruins  of  family  seats  which  liad 
been  consumed  by  fire;  could  tell  me  what  were  tlie  causes  o\'  the  bankruptcy  and 
ruin,  and  untimely  deatli  of  those  who  once  formed  the  gay  society  of  this  county." 
The  Bishop  might  have  added  that  this  sorrowful  state  of  aifairs  was  the  natural 
outgrowth  of  slavery,  and  seems  to  have  been  inseperably  connected  with  the 
institution  wherever  it  was  tolerated.
